On  July  13,  1992,  Arkansas  State  University  appointed  its 
ninth  president,  Dr.  John  N.  Mangieri  of  New  Orleans,  La. 
Mangieri  served  as  provost  and  vice  chancellor  for  academic 
and  student  affairs  at  the  University  of  New  Orleans.  He  earned 
his  Ph.D.  in  reading  and  language  arts  from  the  University  of 
Pittsburg  in  1972,  his  masters  of  education  in  reading  from 
Westminster  College  in  1969,  and  his  bachelor's  in  secondary 
education  from  Slippery  Rock  State  College  in  1968.  Mangieri 
has  written  many  books  and  articles  and  was  the  recipient  of 
numerous  awards.  His  easygoing  personality  was  well  liked  by 
both  students  and  faculty.  Mangieri  prided  himself  in  his 
relationships  with  the  students  at  Arkansas  State.  He  frequently 
walked  around  campus  and  talked  with  students.  This  was  the 
way  he  became  aware  of  the  parking  problem  at  Arkansas  State. 
Mangieri  stated  that  by  talking  directly  and  informally  with  the 
students  that  he  could  discover  what  problems  needed  his 
attention  that  maybe  he  was  not  aware  of.

At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  students  complained  about  the 
lack  of  parking.  It  seemed  that  everywhere  a  student  looked  there 
were  cars  parked.  To  make  matters  worse,  construction  for  the 
library  expansion  and  new  road  stole  precious  space.  Students 
were  in  an  uproar. 

Meanwhile,  the  administration  tried  to  solve  the  parking 
problem.  Also,  the  traffic  commission  made  recommendations 
for  solutions  to  the  ASU  president.  Dr.  Karen  Olson  pointed  out 
that  parking  on  the  ASU  campus  was  considered  very  reasonable 
compared  to  other  universites.  "Most  larger  universities  do  not 
allow  freshmen  and  dorm  residents  to  have  cars  on  campus." 

Olson  added  that  there  were  empty  spaces  on  campus,  just  not 
in  the  location  students  wanted.  She  suggested  students  park  at 
the  Convocation  Center  which  was  only  four  blocks  from  school 
buildings.  Many  students  suggested  building  a  parking  deck  and 
others  just  wanted  a  larger  parking  lot. 

Consequently,  after  research  on  parking  flow  was  completed, 
it  was  decided  that  another  lot  was  needed  on  the  south  side  of 
campus.  On  November  2,  the  marching  band  practice  field  was 
converted  into  a  300  space  lot.  Story  by  Tara  Mauk.

There  was  some  assistance 
for  married  students  on  the 
ASU  campus.  The  University 
provided  some  1 53  trailers  and 
50  two  bedroom  houses  for 
those  qualified.  The  require- 
ments for  renting  those  quar- 
ters were  being  married  or  a 


single  parent  and  a  full  time 
student.  However,  there  were 
some  exceptions  to  these  rules. 

These  quarters  provided 
adequate  housing  for  very  rea- 
sonable rates  which  start  at 
$150  a  month  and  ran  any- 
where to  $200  a  month.

stated,  "1  dislike  not  having  a 
direct  entrance  to  the  main  floor 
of  the  library."  The  noise  level 
present  inside  the  library  was 
enough  to  prevent  some  stu- 
dents that  at  one  time  used  the 
library  from  even  entering. 

Those  that  did  not  even 
patronize  the  library  felt  the 
impact  because  of  the  detours 
they  had  to  make  to  get  to  their 
classes  and  the  loss  of  parking 
the  construction  required.  This 
was  not,  however,  the  only  con- 
struction site  that  called  for  a 
decrease  in  available  parking 
spaces.

Sidewalks 
that  were  too  steep  were  being 
adjusted  to  decrease  the  incline. 
Ramps  were  being  added  in 
front  of  the  Carl  R.  Reng  Cen- 
ter, administration  and  other 
buildings  around  campus  to 
alleviate  the  problem  of  only 
having  one  entrance  for  those 
students  and  guests  that  needed 
them.  Bathrooms  in  certain 
buildings  were  being  desig- 
nated for  those  with  handicaps, 
after  being  altered  to  meet  their 
specifications  and  needs.

Arkansas  Hall  and  Uni- 
versity Hall,  two  of  the  three 
women's  dormitories  at  Ar- 
kansas State  University  cel- 
ebrated their  30th  anniversary 
in  October.  Both  dorms  were 
constructed  in  1962  each  tak- 
ing nearly  a  year  to  complete. 

Although  both  dorms  were 
similarly  designed  on  the  ex- 
terior, they  had  several  differ- 
ences on  the  interiors.  Uni- 
versity Hall  had  326  rooms,  a 
sorority  suite  on  each  floor, 
study  lounge,  ironing  rooms 
and  a  vending  room  on  the 
bottom  floor.  While  Arkansas 
Hall  housed  384  students  and 
was  originally  a  men's  house. 

Not  only  did  the  appear- 
ance differ  greatly  on  the  inside, 
so  did  the  residents.  Univer- 
sity primarily  housed  most  of 
the  sorority  women  because  of 
the  proximity  of  the  suites. 
Joanne  Dickerson,  University 
Hall  Resident  Manager  since 
1977,  stated,  "the  suites  were 
built  especially  for  the  sorori- 
ties [because]  they  have  always

been  in  a  dorm  since  they  do 
not  have  houses."  Arkansas 
Hall,  on  the  other  hand,  "tradi- 
tionally houses  the  women 
athletes  although  it  is  not  an 
athletic  dorm,"  commented  Pat 
Glascok,  Resident  Manager  of 
Arkansas  Hall  since  1987. 

The  appearance  of  the 
halls  had  not  changed  much  in 
their  30  years  of  being  but  the 
rules  and  regulations  the  resi- 
dents live  by  certainly  had. 
What  in  1992  was  Arkansas 
State  University  was  in  1962, 
when  the  Halls  were  con- 
structed, Arkansas  State  Col- 


lege. This  in  itself  was  one 
huge  step  in  the  halls  develop- 
ment because  it  meant  a  larger 
enrollment  and  therefore  a 
higher  demand  for  housing.  In 
1 962  the  women  residents  were 
to  be  inside  the  hall  by  10:00 
P.M.  and  they  also  had  to  sign 
in  and  out  with  the  resident  hall 
directors  telling  their  destina- 
tion and  escort.  Men  were  not 
allowed  upstairs  in  the  women's 
rooms  and  they  could  not  visit 
any  longer  then  10  minutes 
before  5:00  P.M.  These  ex- 
amples contrasted  sharply  with 
the  practices  of  1992.  Resi- 
dents were  allowed  to  come 
and  go  as  they  pleased  without 
having  to  constantly  be  check- 
ing in  and  out  with  the  hall 
director.  Where  men  were  con- 
cerned, they  were  allowed  into 
the  building  and  into  the  rooms 
after  noon  until  1 1:00  P.M.  and 
were  permitted  to  stay  in  the 
lobby  as  late  as  midnight.  Over 
the  weekend,  the  departing  time 
was  even  extended  until  1 :00 
A.M.

Jonathan  Harker  (David 
Dancer).  He  becomes  attached 
to  her  after  he  sees  her  vulner- 
ability when  she  drifts  back 
into  the  dark  corner  that  is  cur- 
rently haunting  her.

Professor  Helsing  fi- 
nally comes  to  the  conclusion 
that  the  Count  is  a  vampire  and 
has  Wilhelmina  under  his  spell. 
The  Professor,  before  he  can 


save  Wilhelmina,  has  to  con- 
vince everyone  that  this  is  the 
case.  The  newspaper  man, 
however,  is  the  only  one  with 
the  open-mindedness  to  "be- 
lieve". Everyone,  however, 
does  finally  admit  that  the  Pro- 
fessor does  indeed  know  what 
he  is  talking  about  after  myste- 
rious things  begin  transpiring. 
Once  everyone  "believes",  they 
gather  to  put  an  end  to  all  the 
misery.  This  is  accomplished 
after  a  wooden  stake  is  driven 
through  Dracula's  heart.

Clinton,  after 
being  overwhelmingly  chosen 
as  president  by  the  American 
people,  then  had  the  next  four 
years  to  prove  those  words 
through  his  actions.  Ross  Perot, 
being  an  independent  and  a  bil- 
lionaire with  no  spending  lim- 
its to  worry  about,  tended  to  do 


most  of  his  campaigning  in  the 
form  of  30  minute 
"infomercials".  Once  rejoin- 
ing the  race,  Ross  Perot  said  he 
was  running  to  win.  Whatever 
his  motivation,  he  was  back 
and  had  an  affect  on  the  elec- 
tion even  though  he  never  left 
third  place. 

As  the  polls  closed  and 
audiences  began  seeing  the 
landslide  results,  festivities 
began  at  the  Old  State  House  in 
Little  Rock  where  the  Clinton's 
and  Gore's  awaited  the  official 
results.

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An  era  of  amateurism 
passed  into  an  age  of  profes- 
sionalism, and  the  Olympics 
were  transformed  forever, 
when  professional  athletes 
were  allowed  to  compete  in  the 
1 992  Summer  Olympic  Games 
held  in  Barcelona,  Spain. 

Countering  the  attacks  of 
commercialism,  coach  Chuck 
Daly  argued  that  the  presence 
of  pros  could  do  nothing  but 
enhance  the  event,  "There's 
183  countries  and  3  billion 


people  watching  these  games," 
Daly  said.  "And  somewhere 
out  there  now  is  a  13-year-old 
who  wants  to  be  Michael  or 
Magic,  a  Larry  or  a  Patrick. 
That's  the  role  of  these  games," 
he  said.  "That's  what  happens 
in  all  of  these  sports.  It  gives 
people  a  dream." 

The  United  States 
emerged  from  its  two-decade 
Olympic  flunk,  finishing  only 
four  behind  in  the  closest  med- 
als race  since  America  won  in 


1964  in  Tokyo.  Now  it  stands 
poised  to  rule  the  sports  world 
in  Atlanta  in  1996  after  argu- 
ably its  greatest  Summer 
Games. 

The  United  State's  108 
medals  surpassed  by  one  the 
total  in  the  1968  Games  and 
trailed  only  the  inflated  totals 
of  the  Soviet-boycotted  1984 
Los  Angeles  Games  and  the 
1904  St.  Louis  Games,  which 
was  attended  by  only  12  na- 
tions.

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Natural  Disasters 


It  seemed  to  many  that  this 
was  the  year  for  terrible  natural 
disasters  to  hit.  There  were  two 
major  earthquakes  and  hurri- 
canes in  the  United  States  alone. 

Hurricane  Andrew  struck 
southern  Florida  on  August  24, 
1 992,  with  wind  gusting  to  1 64 
m.p.h.  and  a  12-foot  tidal  surge 
that  flattened  many  homes, 
uprooted  trees,  flung  boats  into 
the  streets  and  wrecked  an  en- 
tire Air  Force  base. 

The  hurricane  continued 
on,  carving  its  way  through  the 
plantation  country  of  Louisi- 
ana, throwing  tornados  like 
darts  at  a  100-mile- wide  target 
and  pumping  torrents  of  rain  at 
storm-weary  Louisianians. 

Fifty-five  deaths  were  di- 
rectly or  indirectly  linked  to 
the  hurricane— 41  in  Florida, 
10  in  Louisiana  and  four  in  the 
Bahamas. 

The  hurricane's  54-hour 
U.S.  rampage,  the  most  expen- 
sive natural  disaster  ever  in  the 
country,  cost  an  estimated  $20 
billion  in  Florida,  $1.5  billion 
in  Louisiana  and  $250  million

in  the  Bahamas. 

Hurricane  Iniki  dealt  a  di- 
rect blow  to  Kauai,  one  of  the 
Hawaiian  Islands,  on  Septem- 
ber 1 1,  1992,  with  winds  gust- 
ing to  160  m.p.h.  and  torrential 
rain.  It  destroyed  buildings 
and  damaged  many  others  on 
the  island  of  more  than  50,000 
people,  one  official  said. 

Twenty-foot  waves 
crashed  over  coastal  highways 
and  the  island  lost  all  power 
and  telephone  service  even  be- 
fore the  worst  of  the  storm  hit. 
Afterward,  early  damage  re- 
ports came  to  state  officials  via 
two-way  radio. 

Oahu,  the  state's  most 
populated  island  with  800,000 
people,  is  separated  from  Kauai 
by  an  80-mile-wide  channel 
and  was  spared  the  brunt  of  the 
storm.  But  a  1 0-  to  20-foot  surf 
pounded  Oahu's  southern  coast, 
heavy  rain  fell  and  power  lines 
were  blown  down. 

Two  powerful  earth- 
quakes rocked  Southern  Cali- 
fornia on  June  28,  1992,  killing 
a  child  and  injuring  more  than 

7 


300  people. 

The  first  quake,  which  reg- 
istered 7.4  on  the  Richter  scale, 
radiated  out  from  a  remote 
stretch  of  the  Mojave  Desert 
and  was  felt  as  far  as  600  miles 
away  in  Denver.  Fires  erupted, 
water  systems  ruptured  and 
highways  heaved.  The  most 
serious  damage  appeared  to  be 
in  desert  and  mountain  com- 
munities east  of  Los  Angeles 
near  the  epicenters. 

Up  to  500,000  people  were 
affected  by  power  outages. 
About  half  had  power  restored 
rapidly. 

The  second  quake,  about 
three  hours  later,  was  centered 
in  the  San  Bernardino  Moun- 
tains, about  20  miles  west  of 
the  first  temor. 

Victims  of  these  disasters 
worked  together  to  overcome 
the  terrible  nature  of  these 
events.  The  loss  of  life  was  a 
tragic  blow  but  the  coming  to- 
gether of  strangers  to  save  those 
individuals  who  needed  assis- 
tance proved  that  their  are  still 
heroes  around  today.

Man-Made  Disasters 


Political  unrest  and  dis- 
agreement caused  many  terrible 
incidents  this  year.  There  was 
the  break-up  of  Yugoslavia,  one 
of  the  worst  famines  in  history, 
and  on  the  United  States'  door- 
step a  problem  with  Haitian 
refugees  as  well  as  the  Los 
Angeles  riots. 

The  territory  of  Yugosla- 
via for  centuries  was  a  battle- 
ground between  the  Austro- 
Hungarian  and  Ottoman  em- 
pires. 

In  1918,  the  Kingdom  of 
the  Serbs,  Croats  and  Slovenes 
was  declared,  and  in  1929  it 
was  renamed  Yugoslavia.  The 
new  country  was  torn  by  de- 
mands for  autonomy  by 
Croatians  who  opposed  Serbian 
domination. 

Of  the  24  million  people 
living  there,  Serbs  account  for 
about  36  percent  and  the  Croats 
for  about  20  percent  of  the 
population.  Other  Slav  groups 
were  numerous.  This  ethnic 
diversity  had  been  a  source  of 
strife  for  centuries. 

President  Tito,  who  ruled 
from  1945  until  his  death  in 
1980,  kept  a  tight  lid  on  these 


internal  ethnic  rivalries.  Since 
his  death,  however,  central 
power  has  been  eaten  away  by 
feuding  republics. 

Somalis  were  the  victims 
of  one  of  the  worst  famines  in 
history.  Estimates  of  the  dead 
range  from  100,000  to  half  a 
million,  but  no  one  knows  just 
how  many  have  perished  in  the 
Horn  of  Africa  nation. 

More  than  a  million  So- 
malis have  fled  their  homeland 
for  refugee  camps  in  neighbor- 
ing countries,  with  the  wealthier 
ones  seeking  safe  haven  in 
Europe,  the  United  States, 
Canada  and  elsewhere. 

Is  it  political  persecution 
by  the  military  or  desperate 
poverty  causing  Haitians  to  flee 
their  homeland  and  seek  asy- 
lum in  the  United  States? 

Initially,  the  Bush  admin- 
istration accepted  the  refugees 
at  the  U.S.  naval  base  at 
Guantanamo  Bay,  Cuba,  and 
heard  their  request  for  asylum. 
About  27,000  of  them  were 
denied  asylum  and  returned  to 
Haiti. 

On  May  24,  1992,  Presi- 
dent Bush  decided  that  Coast 


Guard  cutters  would  intercept 
the  Haitians  at  sea  and  imme- 
diately return  them  to  their 
country.  The  Haitians  could 
apply  for  asylum  only  through 
the  U.S.  Consulate  at  Port-au- 
Prince. 

When  Rodney  King  was 
stopped  by  police  on  the  Los 
Angeles  freeway,  police  say  he 
resisted  them  and  was  beaten. 
Someone  videotaped  the  me- 
lee and  released  the  tape  to 
local  television  stations.  It  re- 
ceived national  attention,  and 
four  white  officers  were 
charged  in  the  beating  of  King, 
who  was  black.  But  when  a 
jury  found  them  innocent  of 
any  wrong-doing,  three  days 
of  rioting  hit  Los  Angeles. 
When  it  ended,  52  people  were 
dead,  2,383  were  injured, 
18,807  were  arrested,  and  the 
amount  of  property  damage 
was  estimated  at  $785  million. 

These  incidents  and  oth- 
ers like  them  occur  on  a  daily 
basis.  These  man-made  disas- 
ters were  necessary  to  open  the 
eyes  of  the  public  to  the  numer- 
ous problems  facing  us  as  a 
human  race.

It  was  "a  class,  a  club,  a 
competition. ..it's  an  attempt  to  learn  about 
international  events  by  ...putting  yourself 
in  the  shoes  of  another  country..."  said  Dr. 
Charles  Hartwig,  sponsor  of  the  Model 
United  Nations. 

The  Model  UN  was  a  1-hour  credit 
open  to  any  classification  or  major.  Model 
UN  could  also  be  an  extra-curricular  ac- 
tivity for  those  students  who  had  exceeded 
the  maximum  credit  hours. 

The  student-political  organizations 
began  in  1922  as  the  Model  League  of 
Nations  when  the  U.S.  failed  to  join  the 
League  of  Nations.  In  1945,  the  U.S. 
joined  the  United  Nations  and  the  student 
organizations  were  changed  to  the  Model 
UN. 

The  ASU  Model  UN  participated  in 
several  competitions  during  the  year.  In 
November,  half  of  the  members  attended 
a  competition  at  UCA  where  over  1 ,000 


college  and  high  school  students  came 
together  representing  different  countries 
to  debate  current  events.  The  other  half  of 
the  members  attended  an  all-college  com- 
petition in  Chicago. 

In  the  spring,  members  attended  the 
Midwest  Model  UN  competition  in  St. 
Louis.  The  ASU  Model  UN  represented 
Iraq. 

The  membership  also  sponsored  com- 
petitions for  area  high  schools.  On  Octo- 
ber 20-2 1 ,  the  ASU  Model  UN  sponsored 
a  competition  for  Northeast  Arkansas  area 
high  school  Model  UN's.  This  competi- 
tion had  been  held  every  semester  for 
three  years,  and  was  used  primarily  for  a 
fund  raiser. 

In  the  spring,the  ASU  Model  UN 
sponsored  a  one-day  competition  for  area 
high  school  Model  UN's  including  those 
from  various  Little  Rock  schools.  Story 
by  Julie  C.  Robbins.

On  a  university  campus,  there  was 
bound  to  be  many  different  levels  of  edu- 
cational experience  acquired  by  the  stu- 
dents. Because  of  this,  the  ASU  Honors 
Program  was  created  in  1981. 

ASU  Honors  offered  a  better  oppor- 
tunity for  qualified  students  to  develop 
and  express  their  own  thoughts  indepen- 
dently. Through  class  discussions,  speech 
presentations,  and  writing  assignments, 
students  participating  in  this  program  re- 
ceived special  opportunities  to  enhance 
their  studies  within  their  own  major  fields. 

The  encouragement  of  educational 
experience  did  not  end  there,  however. 
The  ASU  Honors  Association  was  cre- 
ated to  promote  even  more  intellectual 
activities  on  the  campus,  according  to  Dr. 
David  Levenbach,  director  of  the  Honors 
Program  and  advisor  to  the  association. 

Requirements  for  entering  the  asso- 
ciation followed  along  with  those  of  the 
Honors  Program  itself.  As  long  as  a 
student  was  enrolled  in  any  honors  course 
and  had  earned  a  3.25  GPA,  he  was  eli- 
gible to  participate  in  the  activities  of  the 
association. 


Levenbach  commented  that,  fortu- 
nately, the  association  had  never  experi- 
enced the  situation  of  a  member's  GPA 
being  below  a  3.25;  therefore,  no  conse- 
quences had  been  decided  upon. 

The  association's  emphasis  on  free- 
dom of  the  intellectual  mind  was  the  as- 
pect the  organization's  president,  Greg 
Smith,  considered  the  most  beneficial  to 
its  members. 

"One  of  the  things  about  the  associa- 
tion, in  my  opinion,  is  that  all  of  the  honors 
classes  offered  are  set  up  the  way  all 
college-level  courses  should  be.  They 
represent  more  what  the  eduational  sys- 
tem should  be,"  Smith  said. 

Smith  also  said  that  the  association 
was  made  for  students  serious  about  their 
college  careers  because  it  offered  the  op- 
portunity for  them  to  meet  other  students 
with  the  same  values.  Levenbach  agreed, 
saying  that  the  chance  to  meet  people  was 
a  strong  advantage  to  members  of  the 
organization.  He  concluded  that  "the  ac- 
tivities and  people  associated  with  the 
organization  are  the  best  aspects  of  it."

"It  is  a  constant  goal  to  make  them 
better,"  said  Mr.  Alfred  Skoog  about  the 
ASU  choirs. 

"Mr.  Skoog  really  helps  us  keep  up 
with  what's  current  in  today's  music  litera- 
ture. He  works  a  great  deal  on  disonances 
and  helps  us  listen  to  new  tonalities,"  said 
Leann  Jones,  a  senior  printing  manage- 
ment/music major  and  a  member  of 
women's  chorale  and  concert  choir. 

Skoog  is  the  director  of  three  different 
choirs- women's  chorale,  male  chorus,  and 
concert  choir— each  of  which  is  regionally 
and/or  nationally  recognized. 

The  concert  schedule  included  four 
concerts.  In  November,  the  male  chorus 
performed  at  the  Regional  Male  Chorus 
Festival  held  at  the  Lincoln  Center  in 
Trumann.  They  also  performed  at  the  All- 
State  Clinic  in  Pine  Bluff  in  February. 


Preparation  for  these  performances 
included  hours  of  practice.  The  women's 
chorale  practiced  two  days  per  week;  the 
male  chorus  practiced  three  days  per  week. 
The  concert  choir  practiced  five  days  a 
week. 

Skoog  said  that  the  requirement  for 
joining  the  choirs  was  having  some  type  of 
vocal  experience.  He  also  said  that  the 
ASU  choir  experience  provided  training 
for  future  choir  directors. 

"The  combination  of  music  and  so- 
cial activity  makes  the  ASU  Choirs  not 
only  a  professional  performance  group 
but  also  an  extremely  close  family,  so  to 
speak,"  said  Shane  Burns,  a  sophomore 
vocal  music  education  major  and  a  mem- 
ber of  male  chorus  and  concert  choir.

The  Herald  was  the  campus-wide  pub- 
lication produced  by  a  staff  of  students. 
Mrs.  Lillie  Fears  served  as  the  staffs  fac- 
ulty advisor. 

Not  all  members  of  the  staff  were  jour- 
nalism majors.  Usually  staff  members  did 
not  have  any  journalistic  experience  aside 
from  what  they  acquired  in  journalism 
core  classes. 

Being  a  journalism  major  was  a  re- 
quirement for  the  editor-in-chief  position. 
Each  semester,  the  staff  was  headed  by  a 
new  editor  so  that  more  opportunity  for 
experience  was  provided. 

Thompson  stated,  "It  [staff]  serves  as  a 
laboratory  for  journalism  students  to  gain 
practitioning  skills." 

The  newspaper  was  published  and  cir- 
culated twice  a  week.  On  Tuesdays  and 
Fridays  during  both  fall  and  spring  semes- 
ters, a  student  could  pick  up  The  Herald  at 
one  of  the  many  drop  boxes  around  cam- 
pus. The  size  of  the  paper  varied  from 
issue  to  issue. 


"It  [paper|  has  been  well-organized. 
We've  made  a  lot  of  improvements,"  said 
staff  writer  Christina  Martin. 

Martin  continued  to  say  that  those  im- 
provements are  a  result  of  the  staffs  cri- 
tique sessions. 

Once  a  month,  a  professor  from  the 
journalism  department  critiques  past  is- 
sues of  the  paper.  Martin  said  that  the  staff 
never  knows  which  professor  is  coming 
next  until  about  a  week  before  he  or  she 
comes. 

Opportunity  to  be  on  The  Herald 
staff  was  opened  to  all  students.  If  a 
student  wished  to  join  the  staff,  he  filled 
out  an  application  at  the  end  of  the  semes- 
ter prior  to  the  one  for  which  he  or  she  was 
applying.  The  new  editor  then  reviewed 
and     chose     his     or     her  staff. 

Producing  a  newspaper  is  laborious 
work  but  it  is  also  the  most  rewarding 
experience  for  striving  student  journal- 
ists," commented  Thompson.

"It  [the  atmosphere]  is  laid- 
back.  That's  what  we  do.  We  say  we 
are  your  home  away  from  home.  Now, 
it's  a  nice  cliche,  but  it's  really  true. 
The  idea  is  that  we're  brothers  and 
sisters. ...Our  structure  will  be  in  terms 
of  making  things  happen,"  said  Rever- 
end Gary  Goldman,  campus  minister 
for  the  Wesley  Foundation. 

The  Foundation  was  created 
in  order  to  provide  a  place  for  people, 
from  campus  and  community,  to  study, 
worship,  and  enjoy  fellowship.  This 
provision  has  been  for  all  people  re- 
gardless of  their  religious  affiliation 
for  an  estimated  50  years. 

Goldman  said,  "People  need  dif- 
ferent things,  and  the  way  I  view  dif- 
ferent denominations  is  that  they're 
language  systems.  So,  I  think  it's 
much  to  our  advantage  that  there  are  so 
many  religious  organizations  on  cam- 
pus." 

Wesley  was  not  just  a  social 
organization.  The  "things"  that 
Goldman  spoke  about  making  happen 


included  dinner  and  chapel  service  on 
Wednesdays,  and  dinner  along  with 
Bible  Study  on  Sunday.  Wesley  of- 
fered study  and  lounging  areas  with  a 
television,  VCR,  fireplace,  and  kitchen. 

"Basically,  our  program  is  food. 
Then  we  do  Bible  study  and 
worship. ...The  Methodist  Church  is 
heavy  in  the  exploration  of  issues," 
Goldman  said. 

On  the  bulletin  board  inside  the 
Wesley  Foundation,  Goldman  hung  a 
quote  by  John  Wesley,  founder  of 
Methodism.  It  said:  "My  intention  is 
to  make  men  and  women  think  and  to 
assist  them  in  thinking."  Wesley's 
goal  to  promote  a  Christian  environ- 
ment was  based  heavily  on  a  hope  to 
help  others  think  for  themselves. 

Goldman  agreed,  saying,  "This 
is  my  primary  goal — to  enable  the 
student  to  think — and  my  function  is 
to  lead  them  towards  spiritual  growth. 
Of  course,  I  have  to  do  this  on  their 
terms,  not  mine."  Story  by  Stephanie 
Haley.

DEADLINES!  DEADLINES! 
DEADLINES!  It  seemed  like  they  came 
up  in  every  discussion  in  the  yearbook 
office. 

"How  many  pages  from  organiza- 
tions will  be  ready  for  deadline?"

Representing  the  beauty  found  in  all 
black  women,  Ava  Coffee,  a  junior  the- 
ater major,  was  crowned  the  first  Miss 
Essence. 

The  pageant,  which  replaced  the  Miss 
Ebony  pageant,  was  sponsored  by  the 
Black  Student  Association.  Unlike  Miss 
Ebony,  it  focused  on  creativity  and  talent. 

LaSondra  Goodwin,  BSA  president, 
said  that  the  seven  contestants  became 
closer  during  workshops,  practices,  and 
volunteer  work  at  the  Jonesboro  Commu- 
nity Center. 

The  BSA  was  a  support  system  to 
African-American  students.  Goodwin  said 
the  group  acted  as  "a  liason  between  the 
students  and  the  administration.  Also,  the 
executive  staff  tried  to  help  [students]  so 
they  won't  feel  alone." 

She  added  that  BSA  boosted  self- 
esteem.  "It's  a  positive  organization." 

The  association  tried  to  promote  high 
academic  standards  with  the  African- 
American  students.  For  the  first  year, 
they  sponsored  a  Senior  Recognition  Ban- 
quet to  honor  graduates. 


"We're  proud  of  them  [graduates]  and 
hope  for  continuing  success,"  said 
Goodwin. 

Also,  the  BSA  enhanced  the  cultural 
and  social  life  [of  African-Americans]. 
Black  History  Month  in  February  helped 
to  make  African- American  students  more 
aware  of  their  roots.  The  BSA  sponsored 
a  forum  and  a  display  of  accomplish- 
ments. 

In  September,  open  house  was  held 
for  the  incoming  freshmen  to  mingle  with 
the  upperclassmen. 

In  addition,  they  had  a  monthly  fo- 
rum to  discuss  current  issues  relating  to 
college  students,  such  as  female  and  male 
relationships. 

Specifically,  the  BSA  wanted  to  im- 
prove racial  relations  on  campus.  During 
the  first  semester,  they  established  a  mis- 
conception forum  with  a  panel  of  four 
white  and  four  blacks. 

Goodwin  explained,  "When  you 
know  about  each  other,  it  eliminates  prob- 
lems between  the  races."

DEVELOPMENT 


The  ROTC  Ranger  Challenge  was  an 
athletic  competition  between  Ranger  Chal- 
lenge teams  from  colleges  and  universi- 
ties all  over  the  United  States. 

Each  Ranger  Challenge  team  con- 
sisted of  nine  ROTC  members.  This  year, 
ASU  had  two  teams— the  A  team,  which 
was  made  up  of  male  members,  and  the  B 
team,  for  females. 

The  competition  focused  on  the  de- 
velopment of  military  skills.  Ranger  Chal- 
lenge divided  the  U.S.  into  three  regions. 
Every  college  and  university  within  a  re- 
gion competed  against  others  within  the 
same  region.  Then,  the  top  ten  schools, 
out  of  323  in  the  country,  went  to  Fort 
Lewis,  Wash,  to  compete  for  the  champi- 


onship. This  competition  was  the  ROTC's 
varsity  sport.

They  competed  all  three  days  and 
even  received  first  place  in  the  Patrolling 
Event.

Before  Election  Day,  members  met 
once  a  week  to  discuss,  of  course,  ways 
they  could  show  more  support  for  their 
candidates.  Afterwards,  the  meetings  were 
slacked  to  once  every  two  weeks. 

Their  Republican  support  still  burned 
deeply  with  thought  of  "There's  always

YOUR  MIND? 


Psi  Chi  was  the  National  Honor  Soci- 
ety of  Psychology.  Before  ASU's  chapter 
was  chartered  in  February  1 979,  students 
and  faculty  interested  in  psychology  had 
only  a  special-interest  group  in  which  to 
participate.  However,  the  beginning  of 
the  honor  society  brought  more  opportu- 
nity for  intellectual  study. 

"The  major  function  of  Psi  Chi  was  to 
intergrate  the  students  and  faculty  and 
also  to  encourage  a  better  understanding 
of  psychology,"  said  David  Christofferson, 
a  psychology  major  from  North  Little  Rock 
and  president  of  Psi  Chi. 

Christoffersen,  who  took  office  in 
May  1992,  also  said  that  Psi  Chi  focuses 
on  making  its  members  more  aware  of  the 
world  of  psychology. 

Of  course,  along  with  the  honors  rec- 
ognition came  new  requirements.  Poten- 
tial members  had  to  be  majoring  or  minor- 
ing  in  psychology  and  ranked  the  the  top 
30  percent  of  their  class. 

Psi  Chi  wasn't  all  paperwork  and  num- 


bers.  Activities  involved  graduate  school 
seminars,  welcome-back  parties,  and  lec- 
tures by  university  professors. 

"It  [activities]  gives  them  [stu- 
dents] the  opportunity  to  interact  with 
their  professors  in  a  setting  that  is  less 
formal  than  the  normal  classroom,"  said 
Robert  Magee. 

He  also  said  that  Psi  Chi  provided 
motivation  for  its  members  because  it 
"tends  to  allow  those  students  to  excel 
through  competition." 

Experience  gained  from  being  a 
member  of  Psi  Chi  often  provided  a  help- 
ful basis  for  future  psychological  study. 
Magee  agreed,  "It  looks  great  on  a  re- 
sume." 

Christoffersen  also  commented 
that  members  must  get  to  know  their  pro- 
fessors on  a  personal  level  because  they 
will  be  needed  for  future  recommenda- 
tions. He  said  that  was  one  of  the  most 
beneficial  aspects  of  Psi  Chi's  informal 
activities.

By  the  year  2000,  non-traditional  stu- 
dents will  be  fifty  percent  of  college  stu- 
dents. 

This  year,  they  were  one-third  of  the 
Arkansas  State  student  population. 

The  Adult  Student  Union  (ASU  of 
ASU)  was  geared  toward  students  who 
are  25  and  older. 

Alice  Snyder,  ASU  of  ASU  presi- 
dent, said  the  group  tried  to  make  each 
other  aware  of  things,  such  as  the  student 
discount  cards  or  campus  events. 

"We  try  to  be  a  social  support,"  said 
Snyder. 

Mathilda  Hatfield,  ASU  of  ASU  ad- 
visor, said  membership  is  voluntary. 
"Members  were  recruited  through  orien- 
tation and  throughout  the  year,"  she  said. 

ASU  of  ASU  provided  support  and 
encouragement  for  its  members.  Events 
were  usually  social  gatherings  for  stress 
relief.  Since  it  could  be  overwhelming 


trying  to  keep  grades  up,  the  group  helped 
members  balance  college  and  family. 

The  ASU  of  ASU  published  informa- 
tion about  campus  services  and  resources. 

"This  keeps  them  [non-traditional  stu- 
dents] up  to  date  on  services  available  to 
them  such  as  financial  aid,  tutoring,  and 
activities  on  campus,"  said  Hatfield. 

Programs  aimed  to  the  particular  needs 
of  non-traditional  students  were  offered 
throughout  the  year. 

Snyder  said,  "The  counseling  center 
comes  to  talk  to  us  about  our  lives." 
Hatfield  added  that  they  sponsored  work- 
shops for  stress  relief  and  relaxation. 

The  group  did  activities,  such  as  go- 
ing to  dinner  and  to  ASU  Theater  produc- 
tions. 

Also,  in  conjunction  with  keeping  the 
campus  clean,  the  ASU  of  ASU  purchased 
and  planted  a  ginkgo  tree  on  campus.  Story 
by  Tara  Mauk.

GUIDANCE 
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Why  is  it  that  organizations  on  col- 
lege campuses  were  called  "student  orga- 
nizations?" Weren't  faculty  members  in- 
volved with  ALL  the  organizations  on 
campus,  also? 

Yes,  faculty  members  were  involved 
with  the  campus  organziations.  Each  or- 
ganization had  a  faculty  advisor  who  had 
many  resposibilities. 

The  main  resposibility  of  the  faculty 
advisor  was  to  guide  the  group— to  simply 
"advise"  them. 

Mr.  Gary  Albright,  who  had  been  the 
sponsor  for  Phi  Epsilon  Kappa  for  3-4 
years  felt  his  duty  was  just  that—  "to  guide 
the  group  as  they  need  it,"  he  said. 

Some  advisors  felt  they  had  other 
resposibilites  to  carry  out. 

"I'm  there  to  make  suggestions,  give 
a  sense  of  perspective  [to  the  group]... and 
help  with  fundraising  ideas,"  said  Dr. 
Valerie  Pennanen,  the  advisor  for  the  ASU 
Art  Students  Union. 

Dr.  Beverly  Bailey,  the  Public  Rela- 
tions Student  Society  of  America  faculty 
advisor,  said  her  resposibilities  included 
"maintaining  the  relationship  between  the 
professional  chapter  [Public  Relations 


Society  of  America,  of  which  she  is  a 
member]  and  the  student  chapter." 

Bailey  added  that  she  also  took  stu- 
dents to  PR  conferences  and  meetings  and 
helped  maintain  relationships  among  the 
different  chapters. 

Faculty  members  gained  these  re- 
sponsibilities many  different  ways.  Most 
of  the  sponsors  were  assigned  to  certain 
groups,  while  other  sponsors  colonized 
the  ASU  chapters. 

Mr.  Stephen  Harmon,  who  became 
the  sponsor  of  Phi  Alpha  Theta  in  the  Fall 
of  1991,  said,  "I  was  given  [the  sponsor- 
ship], but  I've  come  to  like  doing  it  and  it 
gives  me  a  chance  to  work  with  talented 
graduate  students. ...It's  rewarding." 

Pennanen  was  also  "intially  assigned" 
the  sponsorship  of  the  Art  Students  Union, 
but  "I  grew  into  it,"  she  said. 

Mr.  David  Neiderbrach  also  founded 
the  ASU  chapter  of  Phi  Mu  Alpha  in  1969 
and  is  still  the  sponsor.  He  was  a  member 
of  Phi  Mu  Alpha  when  he  was  in  college  at 
Milliken  University  in  Dekator,  111. 

Neiderbrach  felt  his  responsibility  as 
sponsor  was  "to  bring  inspiration  to  the 
group  when  they  get  sluggish...."

Double  Trouble 


Deciding  on  a  major  area 
of  study  had  always  been  diffi- 
cult for  some  students.  With 
all  of  the  different  subjects  of- 
fered at  Arkansas  State  Uni- 
versity, it  was  understandable 
that  they  found  it  hard  to  nar- 
row down  the  possibilities. 

Some  students,  for  this 
reason  as  well  as  others,  de- 
cided that  double-majoring  was 
the  solution.  Tony  Hall,  a  jun- 
ior from  Searcy,  contemplated 
majoring  in  both  Physics  and 
Math,  and  even  going  on  to 
receive  a  doctorate  in  Physics.

Her  decision 
for  double-majoring  came  from 
the  idea  that  she  wanted  to  stu- 
dent teach.  "I  would  love  to 
focus  on  just  journalism  even 
though  I  like  both  areas.  But 


there  is  not  B.  S.  E.  in  journal- 
ism offered  here,  and  I  really 
want  to  student  teach." 

Though  there  were  many 
different  reasons  for  double- 
majoring,  there  was  one  com- 
mon reason  not  to  —  the  fear  of 
spreading  oneself  too  thin.  It 
would  have  been  much  easier 
for  these  students  to  concen- 
trate in  one  area  and  become 
more  knowledgeable  in  that 
field.  Having  to  take  close  to 
200  hours  of  credit  to  receive 
two  degrees  limited  the  amount 
of  time  one  could  devote  to 
each  subject.

In  most  classes,  work  did 
not  end  with  the  dismissing  of 
class.

Voluntary  Saturday  School? 


Saturday  Scholars  was  a 
program  established  four  years 
ago  to  provide  enrichment  for 
fourth  through  sixth  graders 
from  area  schools.  Students 
had  to  be  recommended  by  a 
school  official  or  teacher  be- 
fore they  were  allowed  to  at- 
tend. Most  of  the  participants 
came  out  of  the  Gifted  and  Tal- 
ented (GT)  program.  This, 
however,  was  not  a  pre-requi- 
site. 

Arkansas  State  University 
"borrowed"  the  idea  from 
Dyersburg  Community  Col- 
lege. The  first  year  the  project 
was  in  place  on  the  ASU  cam- 
pus it  drew  in  approximately 
75  students.  This  number  in- 


creased each  year,  with  the  larg- 
est number  in  attendance  this 
year  at  370. 

Most  of  the  students  came 
from  schools  that  were  over  50 
miles  away  from  Jonesboro  and 
the  ASU  campus.  Dr.  Clint 
Boals,  who  worked  with  the 
program,  suggested  one  expla- 
nation for  this  was  that  chil- 
dren attending  schools  near 
here  were  not  quite  as  inter- 
ested in  this  program  due  to 
their  living  so  close  and  having 
been  on  campus  before.  Dr. 
Boals  stated,  "For  most  of  the 
children  from  farther  out  it  was 
their  first  time  on  the  campus." 
This  provided  more  excitement 
to  go  along  with  the  learning 


experience. 

The  children  accepted  into 
the  program  were  allowed  to 
choose  two  areas  of  interest  to 
attend  for  a  month's  worth  of 
Saturday  classes.  Once  these 
classes  were  chosen  and  sched- 
ules arranged,  the  fun  began. 
Students  met  in  the  Adminis- 
tration building  at  9:00  a.m. 
every  Saturday  morning  for 
one  month.  Once  they  arrived, 
they  were  shown  to  their  class 
by  a  guide.  The  first  class 
lasted  until  10:20  a.m.  with  the 
second  beginning  at  10:40  a.m. 
and  ending  at  noon.  After  this 
second  class,  students  returned 
to  their  parents  and  their  nor- 
mal Saturday  routines.

Three  councils,  the  Infraternity  Council,  the 
Panhellenic  Council,  and  the  National  Panhellenic 
Council,  governed  all  Greek  organi- 
zations on  campus.  Each  sorority  and 
fraternity  was  required  to  have  a  rep- 
resentative in.one  of  the  three  associa- 
tions. 

The  Infraternity  Council,  also 
known  as  the  IFC,  was  the  managing 
council  for  all  fraternity  chapters  on 
campus.

The  goal  of  the  baseball  team 
during  the  1992  season  was  to  im- 
prove, build  and  develop  said  new 
head  coach  Bill  Bethea. 

To  achieve  this  goal,  many 
changes  were  made  during  the  1 992 
season.  New  uniforms  and  equip- 
ment were  purchased  and  the  locker 
room  at  Kell  Field  was  expanded. 

The  new  field  was  supposed  to 
have  been  ready  for  the  1992  sea- 
son, but  numerous  delays  in  the 
designs  for  the  new  complex  set  the 


completion  date  back. 

Another  key  factor  in  turning 
around  the  Indian  baseball  pro- 
gram was  gaining  the  support  of 
the  local  community  ,  Bethea 
said. 

In  the  fall  of  1991,  before  the 
1992  season,  the  baseball  pro- 
gram sponsored  the  Celebrity 
Grand  Slam  to  raise  money  for 
new  equipment.  Several  major 
league  players,  including  Spike 
Owen  and  Greg  Swindell,  at- 


tended the  event  as  well  as  local 
celebrity  George  Kell. 

Admission  was  charged  for  the 
first  time  at  all  games,  although 
students  still  got  in  free.  For  the 
first  time  during  the  1992  sea- 
son, concessions  were  also  sold  at 
the  games. 

In  the  fall  the  Indians  were  al- 
lowed to  practive  for  five  weeks 
which  ended  with  the  Red  and 
White  World  Series,  an  intra- 
squad  match-up.

nickname,  as  defined  by 
Webster,  was  a  descriptive  name 
added  to  or  replacing  the  actual  name 
of  a  person.  A  number  of  "descrip- 
tive names"  were  given  to  Arkansas 
State  University  baseball  players 
during  the  1992  season. 

Some  of  the  players  brought  their 
nicknames  with  them  from  their 
hometowns  while  others  received 
their  affectionate  titles  from  other 
players.  Sometimes  even  coach  Bill 
Bethea  himself  gave  out  a  few. 
"Coach  Bethea  was  very  good  and 
quick  at  assigning  nicknames,"  said 
Danny  Spadoni,  a  sophomore  from 
Bryant. 

Spadoni's  nickname,  "Spudz"  had 
a  long  history.  When  he  was  younger 
people  called  him  "little  Spud"- 
which  referred  back  to  his  hard  to 
pronounce  last  name.  As  he  got 
older  his  friends  modified  his  nick- 


name to  "Spudzee."  When  he  came 
to  ASU,  his  teamates  actually  told 
him  looked  like  a  potato-thus  his 
nickname  lost  the  "ee"  and  was 
then  known  as  "Spudz." 

When  Spadoni  first  introduced 
himself  to  ASU  teamate  Chris  Har- 
rison also  from  Bryant,  Harrison 
introduced  himself  as  "Tic".  This 
was  a  nickname  that  had  followed 
Harrison  for  many  years.  When 
Harrison's  younger  brother  first  be- 
gan talking  he  pronounced  Christo- 
pher-" TIC-opher"  and  from  the 
mouth  of  a  babe  the  nickname  "Tic" 
was  born. 

Many  of  the  players  nicknames 
were  just  simplified  versions  of  their 
real  names.  Chris  Unrat,  a  senior 
from  Quebec,  was  sometimes  called 
"rat".  Scott  Cook,  a  senior  from 
Kenett,  MO,  was  referred  to  as 
"Cookie"  occassionally   and  no 


one  could  pronounce  Chris 
Fleishmann's  last  name  so  his  team- 
mates just  called  him  "Flash." 

Kyle  Edmonson,  from  Bryant 
had  his  name  condensed  to  "Kled" 
and  William  Smith's  nickname 
"Dub"  was  actually  his  middle  name. 

When  Steve  Mattingley,  a 
sophomore  from  West  Memphis, 
tried  out  for  the  team  he  and  Bethea 
discovered  they  had  both  served  in 
the  military;  thus,  Mattingley  be- 
came known  as  "Sarge"  to  his 
teamates         and  coach. 

Pat     Monahan's  nickname, 
"Norm",  came  from  the  televi- 
sion series  Cheers. 

Kendal  Honea(pronounced 
honey)  was  called  "Shoog"  which 
was  short  for  sugar. 

Marcus  Price  got  his  nickname

he  Indians  started  the  1992 
season  with  two  wins  and  ended  the 
season  on  two  wins  and  finished 
with  an  overall  record  of  22-30. 

The  ASU  Indians  opened  their 
season  with  a  win  against  Mem- 
phis State.  Randy  Phillips  was  the 
Tribes  winning  pitcher.  He  started 
the  game  and  pitched  seven  innings, 
striking  out  five  while  giving  up  just 
six  hits,  four  runs  and  two  walks. 
Catcher  Chris  Unrat  hit  a  three-run 
homer  to  lead  the  Indians  to  a  7-4 
victory. 

The  second  game  of  the  season  was 


against  SEMO  State  and  the  Indi- 
ans came  up  with  a  big  9-1  victory. 
Ronnie  Phillips  was  the  Tribes  win- 
ning pitcher. 

Later  in  the  season,  a  grand  slam 
home  run  by  Jose  Gomez,  from  Las 
Vegas,  against  Murray  State  rock- 
eted the  Indians  to  a  4-0  victory. 
This  game  was  the  beginning  of  a 
five  game  winning  streak  for  the 
Tribe.  This  streak  included  a  tough 
doubleheader  against  Arkansas- 
Little  Rock. 

ASU  also  met  up  with  UALR 
later  in  the  season  and  ASU  de- 


feated them  three  games  in  a  row. 
Shan  Eakes  perfomance  in  those 
three  games  lead  him  to  be  named 
the  Sun  Belt  Conference  Player  of 
the  Week  on  March  1 6.  Eakes  set 
a  school  record  and  had  a  confer- 
ence- tying  perfomance.  He  set 
ASU  records  with  six  hits  and 
eight  RBIs  in  one  game.  The  six 
hits  tied  the  Sun  Belt  record.  Eakes 
hit  two  home  runs,  four  doubles  and 
16  RBIs  during  the  three  game 
sweep. 

The  Indians  ended  the  season 
with  two  wins  against  New  Orleans.

1  he  Arkansas  State  Univer- 
sity baseball  Indians  scored  two  vic- 
tories over  Harding  University  in 
the  first  games  ever  seen  on  the  new 
Kell  Field. 

The  first  game  on  the  new  field 
made  history  in  several  areas. 

Junior  college  transfers  Len 
Manning  of  New  Brighton,  Minn., 
and  Joey  Hector  of  Harmony ,  Texas, 
combined  for  a  no-hitter  in  the  open- 
ing game  of  the  doubleheader. 

The  Indians  knocked  off 
Harding  6-0  in  the  first  game  thanks 
to  the  shutout  by  Manning  and  Hec- 
tor. 

Senior  catcher  Chris  Unrat  of 


Montreal,  Que.,  knocked  a  three- 
run  homer  over  the  left  field  fence 
in  the  fifth  inning  to  push  the  Indi- 
ans on  to  victory. 

Manning  gave  up  five  walks  in 
his  five  innings  on  the  mound,  but 
held  Harding  scoreless.  Hector 
came  on  in  relief  in  the  sixth  in- 
ning and  held  on  for  the  combined 
no-hitter. 

"Manning,  for  a  first  outing 
pitched  real  good,"  ASU  head 
coach  Bill  Bethea  said.  "He  still 
went  too  deep  in  the  count  on  a 
few  hitters,  but  they  didn't  hit  him 
real  hard  and  we  made  a  couple  of 
good  plays  behind  him." 


In  the  second  game  of  the  day, 
freshman  Dan  Lyons  of  Littleton, 
Colo.,  gave  up  just  seven  hits  and 
struck  out  eight  through  five  in- 
nings of  work  to  win  his  first  col- 
legiate start  14-3  over  Harding. 

"Lyons  also  had  a  good  outing- 
a  great  first  outing  for  a  young  guy 
like  that,"  Bethea  said.

At  1910  Aggie  Street,  there 
stood  a  light  brown  house  which 
had  been  split  up  into  two  identical 
twin  apartments,  a  duplex,  and  in- 
side apartment  1 2  was  another  set 
of  twins.  It  was  here  where  the 
Phillips  twins,  A-State's  power- 
pitching  duo  made  their  home  dur- 
ing the  1992  season. 

Randy  ,  a  physical  therapy  ma- 
jor, had  spent  the  last  two  years  at 
the  University  of  Rhode  Island 
while  Ron,  a  physical  education 
major,  attended  Rhode  Island  last 
year  and  Conners  State  Junior 
College  in  Oklahoma  in  1990. 

For  the  1 992  season  they  trans- 
ferred to  Arkansas  State  University 
after  Coach  Bill  Bethea  took  over 


the  head  coaching  job  and  made  the 
Phillips'  twins  the  top  two  pitchers 
on  the  staff. 

For  as  long  as  they  can  remem- 
ber the  two  brothers  have  been 
teammates,  as  well  as  best  friends. 

"I  like  being  on  the  same  team," 
Ron  said.  "We  can  relate  to  each 
other  really  well." 

Baseball  began  at  a  young  age 
for  the  Phillips'  brothers  as  their 
father,  James,  coached  their  Little 
League  baseball  team.  In  fact,  their 
father  was  their  only  coach  until 
they  hit  high  school. 

The  twins  grew  up  in  Pine  Bluff, 
which  is  considered  the  best  base- 
ball town  in  Arkansas. 

The  Phillips  twins  entered 


Watson  Chapel  High  School  in  Pine 
Bluff  where  their  talent  was  finally 
recognized.  In  1988  their  high 
school  team  won  a  state  champion- 
ship and  the  twins  were  the  stars  of 
the  show.

"We  had  some  new  players  and 
they  were  really  good  players," 
Zizman  said. 

Transfer  students  who  joined  the 
team  were:  juniors  Cory  Nordstrom 
and  Dustin  Ralston,  sophomore  John 
Tull  ,and  freshmen  Scott  Nichols 
and  Ronald  Rogers.  Bryce  Goad, 
who  was  redshirted  in  1992  also 
joined  the  team. 

The  team  opened  its  season  in 
Jackson,  Mo.,  at  the  Bent  Creek  Clas- 


sic. They  finished  in  fifth  place. 
Mike  Zizman  led  the  Indians  and 
placed  12th  overall.  The  Indians 
had  led  the  tournament  after  the  first 
day  of  competition  but  fell  to  fifth 
place  on  the  second  day. 

The  team  then  traveled  to  Murray, 
Kent.,  where  they  played  in  the  28th 
Annual  Murray  State/McDonalds 
Intercollegiate  Tournament. 

The  team  fell  from  their  four  way 
tie  for  seventh  place  to  14th  place 
overall  in  the  second  and  final  day 
of  competition  at  Murray  State. 

The  Tribe  shot  an  average  of  1 2

The  ASU  women's  golf  team  had  a  great 
debut  season. 
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he  Arkansas  State  University 
women's  golf  team  finished  its  first 
semester  of  action  in  the  fall  of 
1992.  At  the  end  of  the  first  season 
head  coach  Kevin  Warner  said  he 
thought  the  program  was  on  the 
right  track. 

"Any  time  you  start  a  new  pro- 
gram, in  the  first  couple  of  years, 
you  don't  have  any  depth,"  Warner 
said.  "Success  depends  on  how  fast 
your  younger  players  develop.  And 
I  think  our  players  have  developed 
a  lot  this  fall." 

The  women's  team  competed  in 
four  tournaments  during  the  fall  and 
placed  highly  for  a  first  year  pro- 


At  the  Vanderbilt-Tennessee 
Tech  Invitational  in  Cookeville. 
Tenn.,  the  team  finished  seventh 
out  of  15  teams.  At  the  Samford 
Classic  in  Destin,  Fla.,  the  Lady 
Indians  placed  fourth  out  of  nine 
teams. 

In  the  Lamar  Lady  Cardinal  In- 
vitational in  Beaumont,  Texas,  the 
Tribe  finished  third  out  of  nine 
teams.  In  the  final  tournament  of 
the  year,  the  Tiger/Tide  Classic  in 
Destin,  Fla.,  the  Indians  came  in 
16th  out  of  20. 

"These  tournaments  were  good 
experience  for  our  women,"  Warner 
said. 

He  cited  the  Tiger/Tide  Classic 


as  the  best  help  for  developing  his 
young  team. 

"The  Tiger/Tide  Classic  was  the 
toughest  tournament  we  played  in," 
he  said.  "Some  of  the  top-30  teams 
in  the  nation  participated  in  it,  and 
the  competition  level  was  really 
high.

Degree  completion      %J  programs  at  ASU 
help  student  -athletes  graduate. 


In  1992  former  Arkansas  State  University 
athletes  had  two  ways  in  which  to  complete 
their  degrees  after  their  eligibility  was  up. 
Charles  Thornton,  athletic  director,  initiated  an 
ASU  degree  completion  program,  during  the 
1 990- 1 99 1  academic  year,  to  go  along  with  the 
already  established  NCAA  program. 

ASU's  program  was  funded  through  an 
endowment  and  last  year  there  was  around 
$8,000  available  to  athletes,  said  Neil  Brooks. 
ASU's  athletic  advisor.  In  1991  nine  athletes 
graduated  under  the  program  and  nine  more  in 
1992. 

If  an  athlete's  eligibility  was  up  and  they 
wished  to  finish  school  but  did  not  have  the 
money  to  do  so  they  could  have  applied  through 
Brooks,  who  said  he  then  gave  all  the  applica- 
tions over  to  a  faculty  committee  who  chose  the 
recepients. 

The  students  had  to  have  been  within  30 
hours  of  graduating  to  be  eligible  for  either 
program.  The  committee  than  looked  at  the 
students  academic  record  and  exactly  how  many 
hours  they  had  left  to  graduate.  The  closer  to 
graduating  the  student  was  the  better  their 
chance  was  of  receiving  the  scholarship. 


When  a  student  was  chosen  they  then  had 
one  year  to  graduate.  The  ASU  program  paid 
for  tuition  and  books,  and  the  NCAA  program 
paid  tuition,  books,  and  living  expenses  for  the 
year. 

Kristina  Johnson,  from  Great  Ben,  Kan.,  ran 
track  at  ASU  for  two  years  after  attending  a 
community  college.  Her  eligibility  was  up  after 
the  1991  season.  Johnson  was  accepted  into  the 
NCAA  degree  completion  program  to  finish  her 
degree  at  ASU. 

Johnson  said  she  was  no  longer  eligible  for 
financial  aid,  and  without  the  program  she  would 
not  have  been  able  to  finish  school. 

"I  strongly  encourage  all  student-athletes  to 
work  as  hard  at  their  grades  as  they  do  their 
sport.  If  I  had  not  had  a  good  GPA,  I  might  not 
have  been  chosen  to  be  in  the  program,  then  I 
would  never  have  graduated,"  Johnson  said. 

Brooks  said  a  students  former  academic 
record  is  a  big  factor  in  choosing  who  will 
receive  the  funds. 

"It's  awfully  tough  nowadays  for  most  stu- 
dent-athletes to  finish  their  degree  requirements 
in  four  years,"  Thornton  said.  "These  programs 
allow  a  special  opportunity  for  some  of  those 
who  need  the  extra  year."

ASU  met  some  stiff  competition  at 
their  own  SEC  track  and  field  meet. 


A  rkansas  State  University 
track  teams  hosted  their  own  South- 
eastern Conference  track  and  field 
meet  and  found  some  good  com- 
petition among  their  rivals. 

The  Mississippi  men  and  the 
Alabama  women  won  the  meet  and 
ASU  edged  Alabama  for  second  in 
the  men's  meet  while  the  Lady  In- 
dians placed  third  behind  runner- 
up  Mississippi. 

"It  was  very  good  competition, 
and  I  didn't  see  us  having  to  back 
down  from  it,"  said  ASU  coach  Jay 
Flanagan.  "We  were  very  com- 
petitive." 

Pole  vaulter  Jon  Kelley,  triple 
jumper  George  Darko  and  J.R. 
Elliott,  in  the  35-pound  weight 
throw,  provided  ASU's  first-place 
finishes.  Serenia  Curtis  won  the 
women's  shot  put  and  25-pound 
weight  throw  for  the  Lady  Indian's 


only  victories. 

"I  just  went  out  and  threw  the 
thing,"  Curtis  said.  "I  didn't  really 
know  what  I  was  doing.  It  just  went 
farther  than  anybody  else's." 

Kelly,  a  senior  from  Champaign, 
111.,  sailed  over  1 7-2  1/4  to  clear  his 
third  height  without  a  miss  in  win- 
ning the  pole  vault  to  lead  an  ASU 
sweep  of  the  first  three  places. 
Sophomore  Brent  Patchell,  of  Heber 
Springs,  took  second  and  junior 
college  transfer  Tony  Heath  third  as 
both  cleared  personal  bests  of  1 6-0 
3/4.  Former  Indian  Scott  Shaffer, 
who  worked  with  ASU's  vaulters, 
also  cleared  17-2  1/4. 

"I  felt  a  little  tired,"  Kelley 
said.  "We  were  training  a  lot .  I've 
had  a  lot  of  hard  running  and  I've 
lifted  weights  a  lot.  If  I'm  feeling 
tired  and  still  jumping  like  this,  I 
think  I'm  off  to  a  really  good  start. 


My  goal  is  to  jump  18  feet  before 
conference,  which  would  qualify 
me  for  the  TAC  National  Champi- 
onships in  New  York.  I'd  like  to 
break  from  being  a  so-so  vaulter  to 
being  up  there  with  the  big  dogs." 

Another  Indian  who  did  not  feel 
up  to  par  was  sprinter  Anthony 
Hampton.  Unbeaten  in  conference 
competition  the  last  three  years, 
Hampton  placed  third  in  the  55- 
meter  dash. 

"It  was  a  bad  day  for  me,"  Hamp- 
ton said.  "It's  just  my  second  week 
out.  I  don't  feel  any  turnover;  it's 
like  I  was  just  running."  He  played 
football  for  ASU  last  fall  instead  of 
working  out  in  track. 

Darko  of  Ghana,  a  transfer  to 
ASU  from  Texas-El  Paso,  sailed  50 
feet,  3  1/2  inches  to  win  the  triple 
jump.  ASU  teammate  Louis  Li  was 
third.

he  Arkansas  State  Univer- 
sity track  program's  coaching  staff 
was  beefed  when  they  hired  three 
assistant  coaches,  and  one  of  them 
was  a  previous  world  record 
holder. 

Brian  Oldfield  coached  both 
men's  and  women's  weight  events, 
the  heptathalon,  decathlon,  and 
helped  coordinate  strength  train- 
ing. 

He  was  a  three-time  American 
record  holder  in  the  shot  put  and 
still  holds  the  world  Masters  record 
with  a  70  foot,  3  and  1/2  inch 
throw  he  set  in  1986.  He  set  the 
world  record  in  1975  with  a  75- 


foot  throw  that  now  stands  as  the 
fourth  best  throw  in  the  world. 

However,  his  claim  to  fame  was 
that  he  originated  the  spin  technique, 
known  as  the  Oldfield  Spin,  used  by 
most  modern  shot  putters. 

"People  used  to  say  'Who  is  that 
masked  man?'  when  they  saw  me 
throw  the  shot,"  Oldfield  said.  "I 
didn't  originate  everything  about  the 
spin,  but  I  did  adapt  my  own  phi- 
losophy by  spinning  and  jumping 
more  than  most  others  did  back 
then." 

In  the  1988  Olympics,  Oldfield 
said  19  of  the  top  20  finishers  were 
using  his  Oldfield  Spin.  He  retired 


in  1988  from  competition  and  had 
surgery  on  both  of  his  knees.  Now, 
he  has  decided  to  try  his  hand  at 
coaching. 

"ASU  has  done  really  well  ev- 
ery year  in  track,  and  so  when  I 
decided  to  start  coaching,  I  came 
here,"  Oldfield  said.  "America 
learned  a  lot  from  my  techniques. 
I  hope  the  athletes  here  at  ASU 
learn  as  much  from  me." 

A-State  also  added  Brad  Miller, 
a  former  NCAA  decathlete,  and 
Scott  Shaffer,  a  former  Arkansas 
State  University  pole  vaulter,  to 
their  coaching  staff.  Taken  from 
a  story  by  Mark  Matlock.

That  was  the 
way  the  scoreboard  read  at  the  Con- 
vocation Center  just  moments  after 
the  Lady  Indian  volleyball  team  de- 
feated Lamar  University  for  the  Sun 
Belt  Conference  Championship. 

For  the  first  time  in  history,  the 
winner  of  the  SBC  tournament  re- 
ceived a  bid  to  the  NCAA  tourna- 
ment. The  Lady  Indians  won  the 
conference  tournament  for  the  fifth 
straight  time. 

With  the  automatic  bid  to  the 
NCAAs,  the  Lady  Indians  became 
the  first  Arkansas  State  University 
team  in  20  years  to  go  to  a  NCAA 
Division  I-A  championship  tourna- 
ment. 

The  first  game  of  the  NCAA 
tournament  was  played  at  Long 
Beach  State  University. 

Senior  outside  hitter  Angela 


Lightfoot  of  Long  Beach,  Calif., 
transferred  to  the  Lady  Indians  this 
season  from  California  State  Uni- 
versity at  Fullerton.  Lightfoot  said 
it  was  a  thrill  to  go  home  for  the 
first  round  of  the  NCAA  tourna- 
ment. 

"  I  got  the  chance  to  go  home  and 
play  in  the  NCAAs  against  schools 
I  used  to  play  against  with  my  old 
school,"  Lightfoot  said. 

Lightfoot  also  said  she  was  hon- 
ored to  be  selected  as  a  member  of 
the  All-Tournament  team. 
Lightfoot  racked  up  47  kills  and 
77  digs  in  the  three-day  tourna- 
ment. 

Senior  Jo  Beth  Mathis  of 
Jonesboro  was  named  the  most 
valuable  player  of  the  tournament 
and  joined  Lightfoot  on  the  All- 
Tournament  team. 


"Wow,"  Mathis  said  about  being 
selected  MVP.  "I  think  is  is  becom- 
ing a  great  tradition  at  ASU." 

Mathis  was  referring  to  the  fact 
that  ASU  players  have  been  selected 
the  MVP  of  the  conference  tourna- 
ment in  each  of  the  last  five  seasons. 

Mathis  also  spoke  about  the  trip 
to  the  NCAA  tournament. 

"It  was  awesome,"  Mathis  said. 
"We've  been  qualified  for  the  last 
several  years,  and  we  haven't  gotten 
there.  Now  they  had  to  let  us  go.  " 

Head  coach  Chris  Poole  was  also 
happy  to  have  received  a  bid  to  the 
NCAAs. 

"For  years,  people  have  been 
saying  that  our  conference  wasn't 
equal  to  others  in  the  nation,"  Poole 
said.

rkansas  State  volleyball 
coach  Chris  Poole  felt  his  team  had 
been  overlooked  the  past  couple  of 
years.  The  Lady  Indians,  however, 
quickly  caught  the  eye  of  third- 
ranked  Long  Beach  in  the  first  game 
of  the  NCAA  tournament  Decem- 
ber 4. 

ASU  jumped  out  to  leads  of  8- 1 
and  13-3  on  its  way  to  a  15-13  first- 
game  win  over  the  49ers,  but  Long 
Beach  rallied  for  a  13-15.  15-3,  15- 
8,  15-1 1  victory  in  the  first  round 
match. 

"I  thought  Long  Beach  over- 
looked us  a  little,  but  we  served  well 
and  were  able  to  get  some  easy 
points  early  and  we  took  advantage 
of  it,"  Poole  said. 

"This  year's  team  was  probably 


not  any  better  than  our  past  two 
teams.  We  were  just  overlooked  by 
the  NCAA  tournament  committee. 
This  year  our  conference  got  an 
automatic  bid  and  we  could  not  be 
overlooked.  We  had  a  great  group 
of  seniors  leading  us.  We'll  fight  to 
get  back  again." 

Margie  Kolat,  who  finished  the 
match  with  five  aces,  served  seven 
straight  points  to  take  ASU  to  an  8- 
1  lead  in  the  first  game,  then  served 
the  last  two  points  after  Long  Beach 
scored  10  straight  to  tie  the  game  at 
13-3.  Sun  Belt  Conference  Player 
of  the  Year  Jo  Beth  Mathis  ended 
the  game  with  a  kill. 

Long  Beach,  now  28-2  stormed 
to  leads  of  4-0  and  9-2  on  its  way  to 
a  15-3  victory  in  the  second  game.

Sun  Belt  Conference  play  be- 
gan for  the  Lady  Indians  with  a  big 
win  over  Western  Kentucky.  They 
went  on  to  beat  conference  rivals 


South  Alabama,  New  Orleans  at 
home  and  Murray  State  in  Ken- 
tucky. 

The  Lady  Indians  had  four 
conference  games  in  a  row  at  the 
end  of  October.

ho  would  have  thought  two  sprained 
ankles  could  have  lead  to  love?  But  that 
was  exactly  what  happened  for  two  Arkan- 
sas State  University  athletes. 

It  was  the  spring  of  1990  and  Jo  Beth 
Carmack,  a  senior  from  Jonesboro  was  then 
in  her  first  season  as  a  Lady  Indian  volley- 
ball player.  The  team  was  doing  well  and 
would  end  with  a  39-8  overall  record.  But 
Carmack  had  a  sprained  ankle  and  had  to 
receive  treatment  in  the  ASU  athletic  training 
room.

But  Mathis  also  had  a  sprained 
ankle  and  had  to  receive  treatment  in  the 
ASU  athletic  training  room. 

As  fate  would  have  it  Carmack's  and 


Mathis'  treatments  were  scheduled  at  the  same 
time.  And  so  began  the  romance  that  led  to  the 
wedding  of  two  ASU  athletes  in  the  summer  of 
1992. 

The  wedding  was  somewhat  of  an  athletic 
event  with  five  of  the  party  being  ASU  ath- 
letes. Serving  in  the  wedding  were  ASU  vol- 
leyball players  Michelle  Hall  and  Amie  Binkley 
and  former  volleyball  player  Jenny  Glitchner. 
Also  serving  were  baseball  players  David 
Kenley  and  Steve  Brock. 

The  two  lived  in  married  student  housing 
for  the  past  year  and  both  graduated  in  Decem- 
ber of  1992. 

Mitch  spent  the  fall  semester  student 
teaching  at  West  Side  in  Jonesboro  and  he 
planned  on  becoming  a  baseball  coach.

On  Halloween  five  seniors  played  their 
last  matches  as  ASU  Indians. 


Lalloween  turned  out  to  be  a 
sad  day  for  five  of  the  Lady  Indians. 
The  five  Indians  were  all  seniors 
and  played  their  last  home  matches 
as  Arkansas  State  Indians. 

"Ninety  percent  of  the  coaches 
this  year,  after  playing  us,  have 
shaken  my  hand  and  said  they  look 
forward  to  playing  us  next  year," 
coach  Chris  Poole  said.  "If  you 
look  at  who's  leading  us  in  the  sta- 
tistics, we  lose  a  lot  of  our  offense 
and  defense,"  Poole  said. 

The  last  two  home  matches  were 
against  two  Sun  Belt  Conference 
rivals-  Jacksonville  and  Arkansas- 
Little  Rock. 

The  Lady  Indians  won  both 


matches  and  increased  their  confer- 
ence record  to  7-0. 

The  five  seniors  who  played  their 
last  match  as  Indians  on  Halloween 
were  Jo  Beth  Mathis  and  Amie 
Binkley  of  Jonesboro,  Michelle 
Burtt  of  Scottsdale,  Ariz.,  Michelle 
Hall  of  Halstead,  Kan.,  and  Angela 
Lightfoot  of  Long  Beach,  Calif. 

"They've  played  against  teams 
that  had  Ail-Americans  and  teams 
that  were  ranked  in  the  Top  20," 
Poole  said.  "  Our  girls  have  stood 
right  in  there,  met  them  eye  to  eye 
and  taken  on  every  challenge." 

Mathis  and  Binkley  helped  ASU 
compile  a  record  of  106-22  in  the 
last  three  years,  a  winning  percent- 


age of  .828.  Mathis  transferred  to 
ASU  from  Rice,  and  Binkley  joined 
the  volleyball  team  after  playing 
two  years  with  the  ASU  basketball 
team. 

Burtt  was  a  six-foot  middle 
blocker.  "You  might  think  she's  a 
little  too  short  to  play  middle,  but 
she  goes  against  taller  girls  and 
competes  well,"  Poole  said.

.rkansas  State  University's 
1992  football  season  started  in  the 
rain  and  ended  in  the  rain.  It  was 
fitting,  since  the  Indians  suffered 
through  more  than  their  share  of 
rainy  days,  literal  and  otherwise. 

Ray  Perkins  commitment  to  the 
team  adds  stability,  something  ASU 
desperately  needs.  The  program 
can  never  suceed  without  it  and 
Perkins'  prescence  meant  hope,  just 
as  it  did  when  he  was  hired. 

Pekins,  of  course,  added  more 
than  stability.  He  was  simply  an 
excellent  coach  from  both  tactical 


and  motiviational  standpoints. 

There  were  times  when  the  best 
tactic  was  survival  and  Perkins  well 
understood  that.

lthough  Arkansas  State 
University's  1992  version  of  the  In- 
dians won  the  battle,  the  "Old 
Warriors"  won  the  war  April  18, 
1 99 1 ,  in  Indian  Stadium  in  a  revival 
of  the  Alumni  Game. 

Over  80  "OldWarriors"  returned 
to  the  ASU  campus  to  face  the  1 992 
Indians.  Although  Ray  Perkins' 
Tribe  won,  22-6,  both  teams  left  the 
field  as  winners. 

The  "Old  Warriors"  were 
coached  by  ASU  legends  Bennie 
Ellender  (1963-70)  and  Bill 
Davidson  ( 1 97 1  - 1 978 ),  who  have  a 
combined  record  of  103-51-5. 


The  "Old  Warriors"  managed  to 
play  with  the  Indians  throughout 
most  of  the  game,  and  won  the 
game  statistically,  picking  up  161 
total  yards  to  149  by  the  1992  Tribe. 

The  highlight  of  the  game  was 
the  "Old  Warriors"  lone  score  -  a 
65-yard  touchdown  scamper  by 
former  Board  of  Trustees  member 
and  Jonesboro  lawyer  Dennis 
Zolper.  He  managed  the  score  when 
Fred  Wilson ,  a  junior  from  Helena, 
made  a  "fake"  dive  and  missed 
Zolper.  The  two-point  conversion 
run  attempt  by  Joe  Chandler  failed. 
Indian  scores  came  on  a  two- 


yard  run  by  fullback  Bryant  Broady, 
from  New  York,  and  a  16-yard 
fumble  return  by  Reggie  Jackson 
and  an  eight-yard  run  by  DeSoto 
Dickson. 

Perkins  hoped  the  game  could 
become  a  yearly  event  and  most 
former  Indians  agreed  to  return  in 
the  spring  for  a  rematch. 

The  alumni  team  included  some 
recent  Indians  such  as  Roy  John- 
son, Carlos  Sharp,  Byron  Matthews, 
Chris  Collier,  Phillip  Wells,  Putzer 
Dayton,  and  Terry  Mohajir.  Also 
playing  in  the  game  was  ASU 
alumni  and  celebrity  Clinton  Gore.

The  Lady  Indian  volleyball  team  won 
the  Pizza  Inn-dian  Invitational  homecoming 
weekend  at  the  Convocation  Center.  They 


defeated  Kansas  then  after  one  loss  rallied  to 
defeat  Southwest  Texas  State.  They  also 
beat  South  Florida  and  UALR. 

The  men's  cross  country  team  competed 
homecoming  weekend  in  the  prestigious 
Notre  Dame  Invitaional  Meet.  The  Indians 
finished  16th  overall  among  27  teams.  Pas- 
cal Face,  a  junior  from  Maritius,  finished 
57th  over  the  five-mile  course. 

"This  was  a  good  experience  for  us,"

he  Indians  survived  an  on- 
slaught by  the  University  of  South- 
western Louisiana  and  the  forces  of 
Mother  Nature  as  they  wrapped  up 
the  season  with  a  20-7  victory. 

Arkansas  State  University  led 
when  a  thunderstorm  blew  over 
Cajun  Field  in  Lafayette,  La.,  with 
7:30  left  in  the  fourth  quarter. 

The  referees  called  the  game, 
giving  the  Tribe  its  second  win  of 
the  season. 

Though  the  winds  and  rains  were 
present  throughout  the  game,  the 
weather  took  a  turn  for  the  worse  in 
the  second  half .  A  tornado  had  been 
seen  40  miles  west  of  the  stadium. 

"At  halftime,  they  told  us  it  was 
about  an  hour  away,  depending  on 
what  direction  it  took,"  head  coach 
Ray  Perkins  said. 


The  press  box  and  sections  of  the 
upper  deck  were  evacuated  while 
the  game  continued  until  9:20  p.m., 
when  the  electricity  blew  out.  The 
turmoil  did  not  prevent  the  Indians 
from  breaking  their  15-game  road 
losing  streak  and  their  24-game 
winless  streak  versus  Division  1-A 
teams. 

"I'm  especially  happy  for  the 
seniors,  to  let  them  go  out  on  a 
winning  note,"  Perkins  said. 
"They've  had  to  put  up  with  a  lot  of 
crap  in  the  four  or  five  seasons 
they've  been  here." 

ASU  senior  fullbacks  Troy 
Mabone  of  Memphis,  Tenn.,  and 
Bryant  Broady  of  Long  Island,  N.  Y., 
combined  for  104  yards  rushing  to 
help  boost  the  Indians  to  a  20-0  lead 
at  one  point. 


Mabone  had  48  yards  rushing  on 
13  carries  and  scored  two  touch- 
downs before  leaving  the  game  with 
a  knee  injury.  Broady  came  in  at 
that  point  and  ran  for  56  yards  on  1 2 
carries. 

Four  plays  into  the  game,  ASU's 
Fred  Wilson  from  Helena,  blocked 
a  USL  punt  to  set  up  Mabone  for  a 
1-yard  touchdown  run.

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Each  year  foreign  student-athletes  top  many 
of  ASU's  athletic  charts. 


JUach  year  at  Arkansas  State  University 
coaches  go  through  the  ritual  of  signing  and 
recruiting  players.    And  each  year  some 
coaches  look  overseas  for  potential  ASU  Indi- 
ans. 

"I  just  get  on  the  phone  and  call  and  call  and 
call,"  tennis  coach  Marcia  Williams  said.  This 
year  Williams  made  some  calls  to  the  South 
African  Tennis  Association  and  the  calls  paid 
off.  Williams  signed  South  African  tennis 
champ,  Katrien  Fourie,  a  freshman  from 
Stellenbosch,  South  Africa. 

Fourie  had  been  playing  competitive  tennis 
for  eight  years  and  was  a  member  of  both  the 
junior  and  senior  level  Boland  Provincial  teams 
in  South  Africa.  She  was  a  member  of  the 
Stellenbosch  High  School  team,  which  was 
ranked  number  1 9  in  the  South  African  1 8  and 
under  classification. 

Williams  considered  Fourie  one  of  her  top 
three  players  and  took  her  to  compete  in  the 
ITA  Regional  Qualifying  Championship. 

Another  new  foreign  athlete  at  Arkansas 
State  this  year  was  Karen  Stupples,  a  freshman 
from  Deal  Kent,  England.  Stupples  was  re- 
cruited by  women's  golf  coach  Kevin  Warner. 


Stupples  won  the  South  East  Girls  Strokeplay 
Championship  in  1991  in  England  and  she  was 
runner-up  in  the  English  Ladies  Matchplay 
Championship.  She  was  also  a  member  of 
England's  under  21  team  and  the  English 
Schools  European  team.  In  1990,  Stupples 
was  the  highest  placed  British  player  in  the 
British  Girls  Championship.  She  had  been 
Kent  Country  Girls  champion  since  1987  and 
was  a  member  of  the  England  Elite  Squad. 

During  ASU's  womens  golf  team's  debut 
perfomance  she  led  her  team  to  place  seventh 
overall  at  the  Vanderbilt-Tennessee  Tech 
Classic. 

Another  foreign  athlete  who  topped  ASU's 
charts  last  season  was  cross  country  runner 
Pascal  Face,  a  junior  from  Maritius. 

Face  ran  track  during  high  school  under  an 
American  coach  who  helped  him  receive  an 
athletic  scholarship  in  the  United  States. 

Track  Coach  Jay  Flanagan  said  Face  gave 
his  team  another  front  runner,  which  helped  a 
lot.

The  Sun  Belt  Conference  ini- 
tiated a  new  round-robin  schedule 
for  the  1992-93  season.  Each 
team  played  every  other  team  in  the 
conference  twice  during  the  sea- 
son, once  at  home  and  once  away.

he  cost  for  a  choice  seat  at 
all  Indian  basketball  and  football 
games  went  up  for  all  season  ticket 
holders  during  the  1992-93  seasons 
because  a  priority  seating  plan  was 
initiated. 

"The  move  to  Division  1-A,  ris- 
ing costs  and  increased  funding  for 
all  athletic  programs  necessitated  a 
need  for  additional  athletic  program 
support,"  said  a  letter  sent  to  bas- 
ketball season  ticket  holders. 

The  letter  also  said  priority  seat- 
ing had  "been  used  nationwide  by 
college  athletic  departments." 
Bill  Templeton,  the  Indian  Club 


director,  said  other  conferences  use 
priority  seating,  including  the  Big 
West,  which  ASU  football  will  join 
during  the  1993  season. 

Excluding  the  student  section, 
all  of  the  lower  level  seats  of  the 
Convocation  Center  required  fans 
to  make  a  $  1 25  donation  per  seat  to 
the  Indian  Club  in  order  to  purchase 
season  tickets.  A  basketball  fan 
who  purchased  a  season  ticket  in  the 
lower  level  end  zone  and  certain 
upper  level  sections  must  have  made 
a  minimum  $75  donation  per  seat  to 
the  Indian  Club. 

Seats  located  in  the  lower  west 


side  section  of  Indian  Stadium  around 
the  50-yard  line  required  a  minimum 
donation  of  $50  per  seat  to  purchase 
season  tickets. 

Templeton  said  many  ticket 
holders  had  already  made  it  a  habit  to 
donate  enough  money  to  cover  the 
new  charges  but  a  few  had  to  pay 
more.  He  also  said  fans  were  guaran- 
teed the  donation  prices  will  not 
change  within  the  next  two  years  and 
they  might  not  change  then. 

Templeton  said  response  to  the 
new  program  was  "remarkably 
good."  By  the  start  of  the  season 
most  priority  seats  were  taken.

This  program  provided  for  an 
academic  scholarship  to  assist  an 
outstanding  student  who  exhibits  a 
certain  financial  need. 

Through  this  program,  one  men's 
basketball  home  game  will  be  des- 
ignated as  the  Hoops  for  Scholars

game  each  season.  Before  that  game, 
over  400  alumni  were  asked  to 
pledge  at  least  $2  for  each  basket 
the  Indians  made  that  day. 

The  money  made  from  these  do- 
nations were  used  to  endow  an  aca- 
demic scholarship,  which  will  be 
awarded  annually  to  an  incoming 
freshman. 

"We,  in  the  basketball  program, 
have  been  looking  for  a  way  to 
visibly  support  the  academic  pro- 
grams on  campus,  and  this  method 
is  one  that  will  do  that  and  be  a  lot  of 
fun  as  well,"  Catalina  said.  "It  is  a 
way  whereby  funds  for  academic 
scholarships  can  be  generated  in  a 


way  that's  not  been  done  before." 

If  400  alumni  pledged  $2  per 
field  goal  and  the  Indians  hit  30 
shots  in  the  Hoops  for  Scholars 
game,  then  $24,000  dollars  would 
be  raised  for  the  scholarship  en- 
dowment fund. 

A  committee  was  appointed  by 
Dr.  John  N.  Mangieri,  ASU  presi- 
dent, to  choose  a  group  of  recruiters 
who  will  look  for  people  willing  to 
pledge  money  for  each  shot  made. 

The  first  annual  Hoops  for  Schol- 
ars game  was  January  16,  1993 
against  the  University  of  Western 
Kentucky  at  the  Convocation  Cen- 
ter.

.rkansas  State  University 
fans  were  eagerly  anticipating  the 
1992-1993  season  and  one  of  the 
reasons  for  the  anticipation  was 
Anthony  Allen. 

Allen,  a  senior,  played  his  sec- 
ond season  as  an  Indian.  He  trans- 
ferred to  ASU  from  a  commumity 
college  in  Pasadena,  Calif. 

He  played  for  two  years  in  his 
hometown  before  being  recruited 
by  a  number  of  schools  including 
Frezno,  San  Jose  and  ASU. 

"I  chose  ASU  because  I  wanted 
to  get  away  from  the  fast  pace  in 
California,"  Allen  said. 

Allen  had  to  adjust  to  the  slower 
pace  quickly  because  he  did  not  get 
to  go  home  often.  His  entire  family 
lived  in  California  and  he  admited 
sometimes  it  was  hard  to  be  so  far 
away. 


"I  didn't  get  to  go  home  for 
Christmas  in  1991.  I  spent  it  with 
Fred  Shepherd  and  his  family," 
Allen  said. 

Allen  said  the  Shepherds  are  like 
a  second  family. 

"They  (the  Shepherds)  made  my 
move  here  a  lot  easier,"  Allen  said. 

Allen's  basketball  career  got  off 
to  a  slow  start.  He  was  cut  from  the 
school  team  in  the  ninth  grade,  but 
made  the  team  his  sophomore  year. 

"I'm  an  average  basketball  player 
who  works  hard  to  be  above  aver- 
age," Allen  said. 

Basketball  is  not  the  only  sport 
Allen  excels  in.  His  senior  year  in 
high  school  Allen  was  named  All- 
Conference  and  received  a  CIF 
Honorable  mention  for  football. 

Allen  has  traveled  a  lot  and  seen 
a  lot  of  the  world.  After  graduating 


from  high  school,  Allen  joined  the 
Navy.  He  went  to  such  places  as 
Thailand,  Singapore,  Hong  Kong, 
Hawaii  and  the  Phillippines.  This 
past  summer  he  traveled  with  the 
ASU  basketball  team  to  Europe. 

"Of  all  the  places  I've  seen,  I 
definately  like  the  U.S.  best,"  Allen 
said. 

Allen  said  he  had  a  lot  more 
confidence  in  his  basketball  this 
season.  "Last  year  (1992  season)  I 
did  not  have  a  lot  of  confidence," 
Allen  said.  "But  last  summer  my 
friends  in  California  gave  me  a  lot 
of  confidence  which  I  brought  back 
with  me." 

Allen  earned  an  associate  degree 
in  administrative  justice  at  Califor- 
nia, and  will  graduate  in  December 
of  1993  with  a  degree  in  sociology 
from  ASU.

The  men's  basketball  team  traveled  to  Europe  to 
compete  in  the  White  Diamond  Tournament. 


1  all  began  six  years  ago  when  Nelson 
Catalina,  head  men's  basketball  coach  at 
Arkansas  State  University  became  associ- 
ated with  World  Sport  Incorporated.  This 
association  led  to  ASU's  European  basket- 
ball tour  the  summer  of  1992  to  Holland 
where  they  competed  in  the  White  Diamond 
Tournament. 

After  about  four  postponements,  the  In- 
dians left  for  Holland  on  August  15th.  The 
team  spent  their  first  few  days  in  Europe 
sightseeing  in  Amsterdam  and  visited  such 
places  as  The  Hague,  DenHaag,  Shiphol, 
Parliament,  and  the  beach.  They  stayed  in  a 
town  about  30  miles  from  Amsterdam. 

The  Indians  were  told  the  tournament 
would  begin  on  Thursday,  August  20th.  They 
were  suprised  Wednesday  when  a  bus  came 
to  pick  up  the  team  to  go  to  the  tournament 
arena  to  play  their  first  game.  Having  not 
even  touched  a  basketball  in  five  days,  ASU 
was  able  to  capture  a  ten  point  victory  over 
the  Twente  Stars  of  The  Netherlands. 

Second  round  action  came  Thursday  night 
when  ASU  faced  the  favored  team  of  the 
tournament  Don  Hedler.  The  Indians  fell 
104-92. 


"We  were  much  improved  over  our  first 
game.  If  the  Commodores  had  not  gone  to  the 
free  throw  line  25  times  to  our  six  times  in  the 
first  half,  it  might  have  been  a  different  game. 
I'm  proud  of  our  guys,  though.  They  played 
hard,"  Catalina  said. 

Brian  Reeves  racked  up  a  total  of  1 9  points. 
Anthony  Allen  added  17  points  for  the  Indi- 
ans while  Jay  Cook  had  16  and  Fred  Shepard 
had  15. 

The  Tribe  faced  the  VIP  Riga  team  from 
Latland,  Russia  in  the  third  round  of  the  tour- 
nament Friday  night.  Even  though  seven 
ASU  players  scored  in  double  figures  the 
Tribe  was  defeated  125-1 14. 

"We  didn't  play  so  bad,"  Catalina  said. 
"We  just  had  the  misfortune  of  going  up 
against  a  team  that  had  a  tremendous  shooting 
night." 

Corey  Cole  scored  1 6  points  for  the  Indi- 
ans while  Vernall  Cole  added  15  points. 

The  Indians  trailed  the  Russian  team  by  20 
points  at  half-time.  Catalina  said  he  thought 
the  players  did  a  good  job  getting  back  into  the 
game  during  the  second  half.  Catalina  added, 
"We  just  got  a  little  tired  after  we  tied  up  the

The  White  Diamond  Tournament  was 
played  in  Amelo,  Netherlands.  Four  teams 

participated  from  Russia,  Isreal,  Holland,  and 

the  United  States.  ASU  was  the  only  team 

from  the  U.S.  They  were  also  the  only  college 

team  in  the  tournament.  The  other  teams  were 

pro  whose  players  were  all  on  salaries.  The 

average  age  of  ASU's  opponents  was  about 

27. 

The  Indians  played  in  the  consolation  game 
of  the  tournament  against  the  Red  Giants  of 
the  Netherlands.  The  Red  Giants  were  lead- 
ing 69-65  when  Brian  Reeves  penetrated  for  a 
layup.  An  official  called  a  foul  on  a  Red  Giant 
player  and  Reeves  was  sent  to  the  free  throw 
line.  Another  official  changed  the  call  flag- 
ging Reeves  for  a  charging  foul.  Head  coach 
Nelson  Catalina,  who  has  never  taken  a  team 
off  the  floor  before,  told  both  officials  if  the 
call  was  reversed  he  would  take  his  team  off 
the  floor. 

With  8:09  remaining  in  the  game,  Catalina 
pulled  his  team  from  the  court. 

"In  the  best  interest  of  the  physical  welfare 
of  our  players  it  was  my  decision  to  call  the 
game,"  Catalina  said.  "I'm  not  a  quitter  and 


neither  are  these  players.  It  was  a  physical 
hazard  and  I  didn't  want  anyone  to  get  hurt. 
There  was  a  lot  of  mouthing  and  shoving 
throughout  the  game." 

Despite  the  abrupt  end  of  the  last  game 
of  the  tournament,  the  Tribe  did  not  let  it 
effect  their  trip.  They  spent  another  day  in 
Amsterdam  and  left  for  the  States  on  Tues- 
day August  25.  They  arrived  in  Jonesboro 
at  1:30  a.m.  the  first  day  of  fall  classes  at 
ASU. 

Catalina  had  only  one  negative  com- 
ment about  the  tournament  stating  it  was 
not  very  organized.  One  night  ASU  was 
scheduled  to  begin  their  game  at  10,  the 
Tribe  did  not  get  on  the  court  until  11:15. 

The  Indians  did  not  have  much  trouble 
communicating  with  others  while  in  Hol- 
land. Catalina  noted  that  most  Europeans 
can  speak  English.  Although  the  Indians 
had  problems  understanding  the  other  lan- 
guages being  spoken. 

The  Indians  were  not  alone  in  Europe, 
Catalina  said  three  or  four  Arkansas  State 
fans  traveled  to  Europe  to  support  the  Indi- 
ans.

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omen's  head  coach  Jerry 
Ann  Winters  set  high  goals  for  her 
team  during  the  1992-93  season. 

Winters  said  her  team's  goals  in- 
cluded winning  the  Sun  Belt  Con- 
ference, going  to  the  NCAA  tourna- 
ment for  the  first  time  in  Arkansas 
State  University  history  and  win- 
ning the  national  championship. 

"I  think  maybe  we've  been  a  little 
shortsighted  in  our  goals  in  the  past," 
Winters  said. 

The  Lady  Indians  finished  with  a 
25-7  record  overall  during  the  1 99 1  - 
92  season,  which  was  the  best  in 


school  history.  The  Lady  Tribe  also 
finished  with  a  12-4  SBC  record. 

"It  will  be  hard  to  equal  or  better 
what  we  did  last  season,"  Winters 
said.  But  as  of  the  end  of  January 
the  team  had  already  earned  a  13-2 
record  with  only  1 3  games  remain- 
ing. It  looked  as  if  the  1991-92 
season  records  might  be  broken. 

In  the  1992-93  season,  the  Lady 
Indians  had  only  1 1  players  on  the 
team  and  only  five  of  them  had  any 
experience  in  college  basketball. 
The  other  six  players  were  all  true 
freshmen. 


The  women's  roster  included  re-

'ick  Vitale,  one  of  the 
nation's  leading  sports  authorities, 
named  senior  Sonja  Tate  of  West 
Memphis,  to  his  preseason  Ail- 
American  women's  basketball  team. 

"It  took  a  while  for  me  to  realize 
the  impact,"  Tate  said.  "He  knows 
all  about  sports,  and  he  chose  me!" 
Being  named  a  preseason  Ail- 
American  was  one  of  Tate's  goals 
for  the  season. 

"My  biggest  goal  is  to  be  named 
All-American,"  Tate  said.  "I  know 
this  will  only  happen  if  we  have  a 
good  season." 

Tate's  determination  to  have  a 
good  season  was  what  brought  her 
to  the  forefront  as  the  team's  leader. 

Head  coach  Jerry  Ann  Winters 
said,  "Sonja  has  matured  as  a  player 
and  a  person.  This  season  she 
showed  she  had  matured  as  a 
leader." 

Tate  said  there  were  six  fresh- 
men on  the  team  who  were  funda- 
mentally sound  and  she  knew  the 
returners  could  build  on  their 


strengths  and  produce  a  good  sea- 
son. 

Tate  did  admit  that  teaching  new 
players  was,  at  times,  frustrating, 
but  she  thinks  the  young  team  all 
tried  very  hard. 

Tate,  a  physical  education  ma- 
jor, started  playing  basketball  with 
her  brothers  and  cousins  when  she 
was  in  seventh  grade. 

"I  have  eight  brothers  and  a  lot  of 
cousins,"  Tate  said.  "They  played 
basketball  every  afternoon  in  the 
summer.  They  didn't  want  me  to 
play,  but  I  did  anyway." 

Tate's  first  team  experience  in 
school  was  in  seventh  grade. 

"I  quit  the  team  my  first  year.  I 
didn't  like  it  at  all,"  Tate  said.  "But 
in  the  summer  between  seventh  and 
eigth  grades  I  worked  out  and  prac- 
ticed a  lot.  My  eight  grade  year  I 
started  and  have  been  ever  since." 

Her  senior  year  in  high  school, 
Tate  won  the  State  Women's  Pen- 
tathlon in  track  and  was  named  both 
the  Arkansas  Democrat  and  Arkan- 


sas Gazette's  Female  Athlete  of  the 
Year. 

"I  did  not  feel  right  being  named 
Female  Athlete  of  the  year  by  both 
papers,"  Tate  said.  "Someone  else 
should  have  gotten  at  least  one.  But 
I  was  happy  to  get  them." 

Since  she  has  been  at  Arkansas 
State  University,  Tate  has  been 
named  first-team  All-Conference 
every  year.  She  was  also  named  to 
the  Sun  Belt  Conference  All-Tour- 
nament team  and  she  tops  the  Lady 
Indian  record  books  in  several  dif- 
ferent categories. 

Tate  set  a  new  career  school 
record  with  1,492  points,  as  well  as 
a  single-season  record  with  1 14 
steals.  On  two  occasions,  Tate  came 
up  with  nine  steals  to  set  a  single- 
game  record  in  that  category. 

Tate  hopes  her  future  will  be  in 
basketball. 

"My  ultimate  goal  is  to  play  in  a 
league  overseas,"  Tate  said.  "Al- 
though I  would  consider  the 
NBA!"

rkansas  State  University  basketball 
games  have  been  made  more  energetic  for 
years  by  the  traditional  War  Party. 

The  War  Party  was  the  pep  band  that 
played  at  all  home  basketball  games  and 
traveled  with  the  team  to  the  conference 
tournament  at  the  end  of  the  season. 

The  War  Party  was  led  by  two  directors, 
Milton  Herbeson,  an  ASU  alum,  and  Greg 
Bruner,  a  graduate  assistant. 

Anyone  involved  in  the  ASU  band  pro- 
gram was  eligible  to  audition.  In  1992,  about 
50  people  tried  out  and  25  were  selected. 

"Being  chosen  to  play  with  the  band  is 
quite  an  honor,"  Bruner  said.  "We  are  con- 
sidered an  honor  organization." 

The  pep  band  was  a  smaller  version  of  the 
larger  band.  The  pep  band  was  made  up  of 


trumpets,  trombones,  baritiones,  French 
horns,  saxophones,  tubas,  and  percussion 
instruments. 

The  group  practiced  weekly,  usually  on 
Tuesday  nights. 

"It  is  a  time  consuming  job,"  Bruner 
said.  "But  we  have  a  great  time;  it's  worth 
it." 

Every  year  the  band  gets  a  corporate 
sponsor  to  help  with  expenses  and  to  pro- 
vide an  informal  uniform. 

The  band,  cheerleaders  and  A-Team  all 
work  together  to  raise  the  level  of  excite- 
ment at  basketball  games. 

"Our  purpose  is  to  provide  energy," 
Bruner  said.  "We  always  coordinated  with 
the  cheerleaders  and  the  A-Team  so  they 
would  know  what  we  were  going  to  play."

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he  1992-93  Lady  Indians 
basketball  team  traveled  to  Hono- 
lulu to  play  in  the  University  of 
Hawaii's  Wahine  Classic  in  Decem- 
ber. 

Eigth-ranked  Stephen  F.  Austin 
jumped  on  ASU  quickly  and  routed 
the  Lady  Indians  78-58  in  the  first 
game. 

Shyla  Tucker,  a  junior,  led  ASU 
with  25  points  and  seven  rebounds. 
Sonja  Tate,  a  senior,  hit  just  six  of 
23  field  goal  attempts  in  scoring  1 8 
points. 

Felicia  Chism,  a  senior,  added 
1 0  points  for  ASU,  which  hit  just  2 1 
of  59  field  goal  tries  for  a  shooting 
percentage  of  35.6. 

The  Indians  dropped  their  sec- 
ond game  in  the  tournament  to 


Okalahoma  State. 

"It  was  a  heartbreaker,"  ASU 
coach  Jerry  Ann  Winters  said.  "We 
had  several  opporunities  to  win  the 
game,  but  things  didn't  work  out  for 
us." 

Tucker  hit  just  four  of  1 3  field 
goals,  but  led  ASU  with  18  points. 
Cheri  Shepherd,  a  senior,  added  13 
points  and  10  rebounds  before  foul- 
ing out  with  2:46  left  in  the  game. 
Tate  had  1 3  points  ,  nine  rebounds, 
and  six  assists  despite  hitting  just 
four  of  1 8  field  goals  and  three  of 
10  free  throws. 

Despite  the  first  two  losses, 
Winters  said  the  tournament  was 
excellent  experience  for  her  team. 

"Because  we  haven't  been  prac- 
ticing for  very  long,  we  needed  to 


get  some  more  playing  experience," 
Winters  said.  "We  are  seeing  lots 
of  changes  in  the  girls.  We  will  be 
returning  to  Jonesboro  with  better 
players." 

The  short  losing  streak  did  not 
last  long,  the  Indians  won  their 
next  game  in  Hawaii  against  the 
University  of  Portland,  82-56. 

Tate  scored  30  points  and  had 
eight  rebounds  for  ASU.  Fresh- 
man Beth  Young  contributed  15 
points  and  seven  rebounds. 

"We  are  seeing  lots  of  changes 
in  the  players  for  the  better,"  Win- 
ters said.  "Even  though  our  record 
doesn't  show  it  ,  we'll  be  a  better 
team  for  playing  in  this  tourna- 
ment with  the  opposition  we 
faced."

The  Indian  Radio  Network  underwent  some 
major  changes  for  the  1992-93  basketball  sea- 
son. 

Doug  Moulds,  who  handled  play-by-play 
for  the  ASU  football  broadcasts  also  handled 
the  play-by-play  for  the  basketball  broadcasts. 

Moulds  company,  D-M  Sports/Marketing, 
owned  the  rights  to  the  ASU  broadcasts  during 
the  1992-93  season. 

Randy  Rainwater,  who  was  a  employed  by 
K.BIS  radio  in  Little  Rock,  joined  Moulds  on 
the  air.  Rainwater  served  as  the  color  analysts 
for  the  broadcasts. 

In  addition  to  covering  the  men's  basketball 
games.  Moulds  also  announced  about  20  of  the 
broadcasted  women's  basketball  games. 


The  Lady  Indians  had  only  a  few  broad- 
casts over  the  Indian  Radio  Network  in  the  last 
several  seasons. 

"We  are  committed  to  bringing  broadcasts 
of  ASU  athletic  events  into  as  many  homes  as 
possible,"  Moulds  said.  "We  want  to  blanket 
the  state  in  basketball  and  baseball  like  we  did 
in  football,  and  that's  the  goal  we're  working 
toward." 

Moulds  increased  the  Indian  Radio  Net- 
work to  22  stations  for  the  1992-93  basketball 
season.  Previously,  the  network  had  never 
been  larger  than  1 3  stations. 

During  the  football  season.  Moulds  also 
did  a  program  on  KAIT-TV  with  Ray  Perkins 
covering  ASU  football.

This  years  sqaud  followed  in 
the  rich  tradition  ASU  had  for  their 
great  cheerleading  and  gymnastics. 


There  were  two  tribes  of  Arkan- 
sas State  University  cheerleaders. 
One  tribe—  the  Varsity  squad- 
cheered  at  football  games  and  men's 
basketball  games.  The  other  tribe  - 
the  Junior  Varsity  squad-  cheered 
at  football  games,  women's  basket- 
ball games  and  some  volleyball 
games.  Both  squads  stood  out  and 
were  two  of  the  best  squads  ASU 
had  ever  seen. 

Try-outs  for  cheerleaders  were 
held  in  April.  Each  person  who 
tried  out  had  to  perform  stunts,  tum- 


bling moves,  an  original  cheer  and  a 
dance  routine. 

The  squad  traveled  to  a  UCA 
College  Cheerleading  camp  at 
Milwakee  Wis.,  where  they  com- 
peted against  Big  1 0  schools  such  as 
Notre  Dame.  The  ASU  squad  came 
home  with  all  excellent  awards. 

"Cheering  takes  a  lot  of  time," 
said  Jennifer  Conrad  ,  an  ASU  var- 
sity cheerleader.  "Without  deter- 
mination, cooperation  and  dedica- 
tion it  cannot  come  together  in  the 
end."

Football  coach  Ray  Perkins 
quit,  Bobo  was  promoted. 
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he  legacy  of  Ray  Perkins  will  live  on  in 
the  Indian  football  team,  as  his  own  offensive 
line  coach  at  Arkansas  State  University  was 
named  the  new  head  football  coach  in  January 
of  1 993,  after  Perkins  quit  to  take  a  job  with  the 
New  England  Patriots.  Perkins  came  to  ASU  , 
signed  a  three-year  contract  ,  coached  for  one 
year  and  then  quit  the  week  before  national 
college  signing  day  leaving  ASU  out  in  the 
cold. 

Only  a  few  short  days  later,  John  Bobo  was 
named  as  the  Tribes'  24th  head  coach  by  ASU 
president  John  N.  Mangieri. 

"I  prepared  my  whole  life  for  this  day  and  I'm 
going  to  enjoy  it,"  Bobo  said.  "I've  made  a 
commitment  to  be  the  next  coach  here." 

This  was  Bobo's  first  head  coaching  experi- 
ence; however,  he  did  have  extensive  experi- 
ence as  an  assistant  coach. 

In  the  year  before  he  came  to  ASU,  Bobo 
spent  one  season  as  the  defensive  ends  coach  at 
the  University  of  Louisville.  Before  that ,  Bobo 
also  spent  time  with  the  University  of  Alabama 
and  the  Tampa  Bay  Buccaneers. 

ASU  athletic  director  Charley  Thornton  said 
that  stabililty  was  definately  a  key  factor  in 


hiring  Bobo  as  the  new  head  coach. 

"We've  got  fifth-year  seniors  who  will  be 
playing  under  their  fourth  coach,"  Thornton 
said.  "I  think  it  was  especially  important  to  not 
put  the  players  through  any  more  drastic  changes. 

"I  think  this  is  an  excellent  selection," 
Thornton  said.  "Of  course,  I  think  anyone  of  the 
four  candidates  would  have  been  a  good  choice. " 

As  far  as  the  coaching  staff  went,  Bobo  said 
there  probably  will  not  be  any  drastic  changes. 
Pete  McGinnis  remained  on  as  the  defensive 
coordinator. 

"We  the  ASU  fans,  students  and  players,  all 
have  to  pull  together,"  Bobo  said  for  the  Indians 
to  continue  to  improve.  "We  have  got  to  be  a 
Tribe  again.  I'm  very  pleased  that  the  decision 
has  been  made  for  me  to  be  here.  I  want  to  be 
your  coach.  " 

When  asked  how  long  he  plans  to  remain  at 
ASU  Bobo  said,  "As  long  as  ASU  will  have 
me." 

This  was  the  same  statement  Perkins  made 
after  the  1992  football  season.  Thornton  said 
that  this  time,  that  statement  is  a  little  more 
believable.  "I  think  we  can  really  believe  it  this 
time,"  Thornton  said.

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'ne  of  the  things  ASU  fans 
always  looked  forward  to  was  bas- 
ketball half-time  shows.  The  A- 
Team  always  had  original  perfor- 
mances such  as  country  western 
and  jazz  themes.  In  the  Christmas 
season,  the  A-Team  dressed  as 
Santas  for  a  dance  routine. 

In  August  of  1992  ,  the  squad 
traveled  to  Murfreesboro,  Tenn.,  to 
attend  a  camp  on  the  campus  of 
Middle  Tenessee  State  University. 
Thirty-eight  schools  competed  at 
the  camp  and  ASU  came  in  third 
overall  .  They  were  also  the  only 


school  to  receive  the  Leadership

The  A-Team  was  not  funded  by 
ASU.  They  had  to  raise  their  own 
money  for  uniforms.

*ast  year  the  issue  of  deroga- 
tory names  came  up  when  the  At- 
lanta Braves  hit  the  national  spot- 
light by  going  to  the  World  Series. 
Fans  were  yelling  war  cries,  doing 
the  "Tomahawk  Chop",  wearing 
war  paint  and  playfully  trying  to 
portray  the  old  image  of  fierce  In- 
dian warriors. 

Some  Native  Americans  were 
upset,  and  said  what  they  saw  was 
a  mockery  of  their  proud  heritage, 
and  began  protesting  and  speaking 
out  against  this  inaccurate  stereo- 
type of  the  Native  American. 

Dr.  Norman  E.  Stafford,  pro- 
fessor of  English  at  Arkansas  State 
University,  was  determined  to  do 
something  about  it. 

Stafford  and  other  concerned 


people  on  the  ASU  campus  felt  the 
Running  Joe  mascot  and  the  term 
'Indians'  were  in  that  same  cat- 
egory of  derogatory  terms  for  Na- 
tive Americans. 

"Though  people  have  been  pro- 
testing our  mascot  and  Indian  name 
since  I  came  here  16  years  ago, 
nothing  has  ever  been  done  about 
it,"  Stafford  said.  "It  wasn't  be- 
cause of  the  Atlanta  Braves  that  we 
brought  it  back  up  again,  but  it  did 
help  get  the  public's  attention." 

Stafford  and  two  of  his  col- 
leagues. Dr.  William  M.  Clements, 
professor  of  English  and  folklore, 
and  Dr.  Charles  L.  Kenner,  profes- 
sor of  history  served  on  the  Faculty 
Senate  Ad  Hoc  Committee  created 
last  year.  The  main  goal  of  the 


committee  was  to  educate  others 
on  the  benefits  of  changing  mas- 
cots and  to  dispel  the  false  notions 
of  those  people  who  do  not  want  to 
change  the  mascot. 

"We've  just  gone  1-A,  we  have 
a  new  president  of  the  university, 
we  hired  a  big  name  football  coach, 
we're  getting  a  Ph.D.,  we're  build- 
ing a  new  library  and  half  of  the 
campus  is  under  construction  or 
renovation."  Stafford  said. 

"We're  moving  toward  a 
brighter  future  at  ASU.  I  just  think 
that  people  will  realize  that  to  keep 
moving  ahead  toward  the  future 
ASU  needs  to  change  its  past  and 
present  injustice  toward  Native 
Americans."
